During the week 
there is to be a thorough examination of the 
finances of the association which controls the 
hotel, office, and store building: known as the 
Auditorium, Strict business methods are to 
control hereafter, and every effort is to be 
made to place the property on a dividend 
paying basis and to raise the market value 
of stock from , $3, and $4 a share, where it 
has hung for years, to nearer the par value 
of $100 a share. 

Ferdinand W. Peck, who has been at the 
head of the association sinée its organization 
in 1896, is to retire from the Presidency, and 
the election of ‘his successor en fall 88 
new directorate.

Six Directors Are Retired. 

Those who retired from the directorate 
were N. K. Fairbank, Clarence I. Peck, Al-

L. Coe, and Franklin H. Head. The half 
dozen new members placed on the Board of 
Directors favor the adoption of stricter busi- 
ness methods in the conduct of the associa- 
tion’s affairs. 

There has been a general complaint for 
some time that the Auditorium has not been 
getting its share of the theatrical business 
and that office rents have not been witat they 
should be. Mr Peck, always regarded as 
the founder of the big institution, has con- 
tended that the Auditorium was not created 
primarily for profit, but to aid in the devel- 
oping of the people along certain lines—that 
it should be in part an educational institu- 
tion. There was some contention, too, as to 
the terms on which the hotel property had 
been leased. . 

Tired of Quasi Charity. 

„We believe,’ said one of the stockhold- 
ers, that it is time to set up the commerce 
idea instead of the quasi-cheritable idea 
which heretofore has controlled. The func- 
tion of ‘ educating the public’ has been per- 
formed in that the musical taste of the city 
has been elevated and many interests related 
to the arts have been centralized on the 
lake front. Now it is time to see that the 
big theater gets its share of amusement at- 
tractions and that some substantial income 
is secured from stores, — and the prop- 
erty which is leased. 1 

It is true,“ said another stockholder, 
“that there were differences over the pro- 
posed change. The books have not been 
formally audited and balanced by the di- 
recting board for more than ten years. A 
report of ‘ general conditions’ has been pre- 
sented at each meeting, and stockholders 
have been told that if they wanted any fur- 
ther information’ they could get it of the 
secretary. We want a full balance sheet, 
showing the disposition of all moneys and the 
exact amount of present debts.“

$2,000,000, of which $1,763,700 is paid in.

thorized, and $1,400,000 issued, of which 
$284,000 is held to redeem the first issue.

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RISKS LIFE FOR A HORSE. 


MRS. A. A. LAWLER TAKES PET 
PACER FROM BURNING BARN. 


She Plunges Through ‘the Smoke and 
Flames, Unties His Halter, and Saves 
the Animal After Being Thrown to 

tune Ground and Then Being Dragged 
to Her Feet by His Rearing — Is 
Bruised and Burned in Her Effort— 
Nag Worth 6600.

Stralsht Ticket, 
mark of 2:17, owes his life to the daring of 
his mistress, Mrs. Arthur A. Lawler, 6919 
Harvard avenue, who risked her life in a 
burning barn yesterday morning. While 
the horse, frantic with fear, leaped and 
plunged in his stall, his mistress pushed her 
way through blinding smoke, untied his hal- 
ter, and backed him through the flames. 
The pacer at one moment dragged Mrs. 
Lawler from her feet and threatened to 
trample her under foot. She was half con- 
scious when Straight Ticket finally bounded 
from the barn. Both horse and mistress were 
burned and bruised. 

‘Mrs. Lawler and a servant discovered at 
10 o'clock that the barn was in flames. Both 
rushed to the stable. On opening the door 
they both were driven back by a cloud of 
smoke and fire. Mrs. Lawler knew that one 
of two horses was in the stalls, Mr. Lawler 
having driven oné away in the morning. 
While the servant, a maid, tugged at a new 
cutter to drag it from the building, Mrs. Law- 
ler pushed her way through the smoke to the 
horse. She discovered Straight Ticket, the 
pacer and a favorite, frantic for fear of the 
smoke and fire. 

Her story of bow she saved him is as tol- 
lows: 

Mr. Lawler keeps two valuable horses in 
the barn,“ she said. ‘‘I hurried to the 
stalls and found that the trotter was gone. 
My husband had taken it out a few minutes 
before. ‘The pacer—a pet of mine—was in 
{ts stall and the-fire was burning all around 
it. I hesitated, but thé plight of the poor 
beast was so terrible that I made my way to 
him and tried to undo the halter. 

“ The smoke blinded me, but I finally man- 
aged to untie the rope and attempted to back 
the horse out of the stable. To do that I had 
to push it into the fire. As the flames touched 
the animal it reared, and as I had wrapped 
the rope’ around my hand and wrist I was 
Uürted off the ground. When the horse came 
down I was thrown to the ground and became 
entangled in my long skirt. Before I could

Mrs. Lawler had been ill, and the e 
of rescuing the pacer from the barn was 
severe... She sustained slight burns-on the 
neck, face, and hands, and was bruised by 
her fall as the horse dragged her from her 
feet in his plunges. The fire is thought to 
have originated in a stove which was used 
to heat the barn. Straight Ticket, who owes 
his life to his mistress, is valued at $600. 


STARVES HIMSELF AT THE 
- DICTATION OF “A VOICE.” 
o. M. Ellefsen, Coal Dealer, Abstains 


from Food Twenty-three Days and 
Says He Will Not Eat Until Ordered. 


| Declaring that he was ordered to fast by 
the voice of the Almighty, O. M. Ellefsen, a 
coal dealer at 222 West Erie street, was 
‘found’ starving in his office last night. For 
twenty-three days, he said, he had not tasted 
food. Heavenly manna, he told the police, 
had been provided. His wife and 5-months- 
old baby live comfortably at 269 Noble street. 

For several weeks previous to his fast 
Ellefsen had been attending revival meetings 
in the Metropolitan Methodist Church, Ada 
and Huron streets. On Dec. 20 he returned 
from one of these meetings and retired, but 
failed to sleep. Finally, he says, a flood of 
light came into his room and a voice com- 
manded that he should abstain from food. 
Dllefsen arose, dressed, and went to his 
office. Since that time, he said last night, he 
had eaten nothing. 

Policemen Knowles and Singeon of the 
West Chicago Avenue Station were sent to 
investigate the report that was brought into 
that office at 10:30 o'clock last night. Ellefsen 
answered the knocking at the door and ac- 
companied the men to the station. 

The man’s face was drawn, his eyes were 
suaken, and he was 80 weak that he could 
hardly walk. He told of the visitation and 
the effect that it had had on him. 

“I belong to the Young Men's Christian 
association, and was President of the Scan- 
dinavian branch of the society for a year,” he

The two 
women were sitting well toward the rear 
of the hall when the alarm was given, but 


-became separated in the first rush for the 


door. Mrs. Solomon gained the exit in the 
first ranks, and finding herself safe she hesi- 
tated a moment and looked about for her 
daughter and the baby. They were nowhere 
to be seen. With a resolve to save them if 
she could Mrs. Solomon, who was a slight 
woman, 37 years of age, turned and tried to 
make her way back again into the mass of 
fighting humanity. There within sight of 
the open air she was crushed to death. 

When Mrs. Ponchar ran from the hall, 
among the last to effect their escape, she 
almost stumbled across the body of her dying 
mother. The daughter fainted, while her 
infant rolled uninjured from her arms and 
lodged against its grandmother. Mrs. Solo- 
mon died before the ambulance reached the 
County Hospital and the body was taken 
home. Jacob Solomon, the dead woman's 
husband, has been at the point of death 
from consumption for several weeks, and 
the sight of his wife brought home dead 
plunged him into a relapse from which he 
is not expected to survive. Mrs. Ponchar 
was taken to her home, 537 Jefferson street, 
where she remained nearly unconscious all 
the evening from the shock. She was unable 
to speak more than a few words at a time, 
and could give no connected description of 
the catastrophe. 


Birdie Zidman’s Body Crushed. 

The body of Birdie Zidman, trampled unt!] 
hardly recognizable, was taken to O'Brien's 
undertaking rooms, after another undertaker 
had declined to actept the charge, informing 
Captain Wheeler, as an excuse for his re- 
fusal, that he he room.

Mrs. Ida Rissman, 825 West Twelfth street, 
was in the balcony with her three children. 
She and her daughter Bessie fainted, while 
Annie and Jacob, the other children, joined 
in the mad race for the doors. Both were in- 
jured in the crush. 

A sad scene was witnessed in O' Brien's 
undertaking establishment when a shabbily 


dressed man entered and with tears in his 


eyes begged Mr. O'Brien to allow him to 
view the remains of his daughter. The man 
was 8. W. Libsky, 383 South Halsted street, 
and when he stood beside his daughter's body 
the old man broke down and cried. 

“She was my only support, as I have been 
unable to work on account of sickness,”’ said 
Mr. Libsky as he was leaving the undertak- 
ing rooms. 

Told by the Manager. ‘ 

Mme. Brown, the manager, was prostrated 
by the terrible sight she witnessed from the 
stage, and was taken to her rooms, Blue Is- 
land avenue and Eleventh street, in an am- 
bulance. 

“I shall never forget that awful scene,” 
she said an hour later. It was near the 
close of the play, and I was wrapped up in 
the action which at that moment reaches a 
climax. All of a sudden a shrill little voice 
yelled out Fire,’ and I stopped short, star- 
tled. Thinking I might yet divert the atten- 
tion of the audience, I tried to go with 
my lines as if nothing had happened. For 


an interval passed that seemed an hour to 
me. I was closely watching the audience out 
of the corner of my eye, and then fo my hor- 


ror I saw the entire gathering rise as one 


person and turn, terror- stricken, towards the 
one exit. 

Then I stepped to the front of the stage 
and raising my voice to a shout implored the 
spectators to control themselves, assuring 
them that there was no fire in the building.. 
I called out that it was a mistake and even 
ordered the other actors to go on with their 
parts. It was useless; my voice was drowned 
as in a hurricane. I saw the great heaving 
mass of humanity struggling for liberty. 
their cries and death shrieks piercing the air. 
I fainted, and when I regained consciousness 
the catastrophe had passed and the dead 
were being collected. 

It is deplorable that an irresponsible per- 
son should have precipitated the accident 
by becoming frightened without occasion, 
and then, too, it is a shame that the hall is 
not provided with several exits. I have 
feared such a tragedy ever since the similar 
panic of a few weeks ago in the same audi- 
tortum.“ 


Grushed in Maid’s Arms. 


Mrs. M. Milenbach, 364 West Fourteenth 
street, had attended the performance, ac- 
companied by her three children and a maid 
named Mary Schnorr. They were seated to- 
gether, but at the cry of fire the maid, who 
was holding Riga, the 56-year-old daughter, 


im her arms, started down the aisle and was 


lost in the crowd. The child was crushed to 
death in the servant's arms, Miss Schnorr 
escaping with only a few bruises. The latter 
had attempted to raise the child above her 
head out of danger, but she was not quick 
enough. The crowd closed in like a vise and 
the little girl's life went out in a few sec- 
onds. The bones of the chest were found to 
oe crushed. 
Mrs. Milenbach started to run out with. 
her two other children. Unable to see her 


maid and the youngest child anywhere in 


the crowd, she turned back, unwilling to save 
herself when they might be in — In 
this way, perhaps, her life was saved, for 
she searched for the missing ones till the 
hall was cleared and then emerged to find 
the nurse still holding the dead body in her 
arms. 

“I was intently watching the play,” said 
Mrs. Milenbach, *“‘ when the cry of Fire! 
rang out and ws taken up by several peo- 
ple in the rear of the hall. The audience 
jumped up and made for the door. I started. 
too, and then saw that the nurse and Riga 
were missing. Thinking they could not have 
started out ahead of me, I turned back to 
look for them. I hunted and hunted as the 
crowd dwindled away, and then found my 
little girl dead outside the door.”’ 


Yooss Tells of the Panic. | 

Gustave E. Yooss, proprietor of the hall. 
was in his saloon on the first floor of the 
building when the panic commenced. 

was all alone here,” he said, “ when the 
stampede took place. My bartender was 
away and no one was drinking at the bar. 
Suddenly I heard a cry and presently the 
rumble of rushing feet. The sound devel- 
oped into a roar as the mob, screaming and 
shouting, swept in two streams down the 


the struggling mass stopped and then, as 
a policeman tore away the bannisters, the 
crowd flowed out on to the floor and into my 
saloon. The dead were soon ranged side by 
side in the hallway and the police summoned. 

It was all the fault of the boy who yelled 
fire. The building is quite safe, and has never 
been condemned by the Building depart- 
ment.“ . 

It is said that the Schoenhofen Brewing 
company is really the owner of the building 
and that Yooss only rents the hall and saloon. 


Saves Nephew’s Life. 

Mamie Becker, 217 West Tweitth street, 
saved the life of her 4-year-old nephew, 
George Shaffer, who was reported dead by 
the police, and sustained severe injuries to 
herself and the loss of her wraps and money.

After a robbery, planned in South Clark 


street, started in the suburbs of Chicago, and 


finished in Cortland, III., fifty milés away, 
Edward Oberle and Ernest Graves, two Chi- 


cago men, engaged in the work, found that 


their task had not been half completed. 
The transportatlon back to Chicago of 
the plunder thrown from a moving freight 
train was even harder than the work al- 
ready done. After walking many miles 
over sleet-covered railroad ties, getting ears 
frosted, tripping over semaphore wires with 
accompanying contusions to arms and limbs, 
being ordered out of towns where sheiter 
was sought, chased by ferocious dogs, and 
risking their lives by boarding fast-moving 
freight trains, the end of their long-distance 


robbery was the drrest of the weary and 


disgusted men by the police of Austin. 

Rest on the hard benches in the station 
cells was welcome and the prospect of im- 
1 was soon forgotten in deep

The confesison of the men to the police 
proved that the securing of their booty re- 
quired more arduous toil than would have 
earned them twice the amount at honest 
labor. 

The men had been staying at a branch 
of the Volunteers: of America, 318 South 
Clark street. The theft was proposed by 
Graves, who asserted that the stealing of 
sealed freight was accompanied by little 
risk—no risk at all in comparison with 
the danger incurred in committing high- 
way robbery. On the night of Jan. 8

the Chicago and Northwestern railway 
yards.

In the main street of the town he was ac- 
costed by the Marshal, who, after a few 
questions, ordered him to get out of the town 
at once or be arrested. After a circuituous 
route Oberle returned to his friend, and, car- 
rying the heavy parcels, the pair wended 
their way along the tracks a few miles. Then 
an empty freight train, pulling slowly up a 
grade, was boarded, and, crouching between 
the cars, the men shivered as it moved slowly 
towards their destination. 

At West Chicago the train was put on a 
side track. and as the yardmen with lan- 
terns moved about, the pair hastened from 
the tracks and stumbled over the gloomy 
country roads. At every farmhouse vicious 
dogs seemed to spring from directions, 
and the men were compelled several times 
to drop their byndles and fight the animals. 
‘They again turned toward the rallroad 
tracks, and after Oberle had fallen down a 
steep embankment and bruised himself se- 
verely they once more stumbled over the 
tracks, looking eagerly for a train. 

Another grade afforded them an opportu- 
nity to clamber on a slow-moving train. The 
lights of the city soon warned them that they 
must get down and renew the seemingly in- 
terminable walk. As the lights of the ele- 
vated road greeted their eyes, 
seemed at last a possibility, they were con- 
fronted by Policeman Kelly of the Austin 
Police Station. 

Their explanations were not satisfactory, 
and they were conducted to the station. As 
they entered the,station Oberle turned and 
‘warmly shook the hand of his captor, and, 
stumbling to the bench, was asleep before 
the sergeant could ascertain his name. A 
confession was secured from both men after 
they had been refreshed by a sleep lasting 
eighteen hours.

When I had fully regained my senses I found 
that my wraps and pocketbook had disap- 
peared, The boy and myself sustained in- 
juries that will confine us to the house for 
many days. 
Story of the Fireman. 

‘Ed Pollock, fireman of the building, said he 
had not opened a door of the furnace for 
nearly an hour, and does not know how to ac- 
count for the cloud of smoke which the oc- 
gupante of the hall insist came through the 
southwest register. It is presumed a draft 
was created by the opening of a door in some 
part of the building that. drew the smoke 
through the register. Several spectators in- 
sisted they could smell burning wood, but 
this is believed to have been due to their 
fright and imagination afterwards. 

Unchanged for Many Years. 

The entrance to the building and the stair- 
ways from which the crowd was precipitated 
to the lower hall have not been remodeled or 
altered during the many years in which the 
ancient building has stood as a landmark 
in West Twelfth street. The stairways are 
worn and the low and shaky balustrades 
have often given warning of their condition. 

The auditorium, which also is used as a 
dance hall, is 2 57 is overhung 
on three sides by a . which ts ffteen 
feet above the dancing floor. On the north 
end is the stage, where the performance was 
taking place. 

Access to the hall is gained through a door 
at the top of a short stairway. This door, 
which opens inward, is at all times kept 
closed while an audience is in the hall. A 
few feet inside the door the stairway is con- 
tinued. and at a height of eleven feet another 
lahding is reached, from which two narrow 
stairways lead at right angles to the hall. 

It was from one of these flights that the 
balustrade broke. The stairways leading to 
the galleries are narrow, winding, and dark. 
Many persons have fallen down these stairs. 
and at large political gatherings or other en- 
tertainments many minutes are consumed 
in emptying the hall, and accidents caused 
by the ill-arranged entrance have been fre- 
quent. 

Crowd at Dance in Evening. 

The panic had no effect on the reputation 
of the building, apparently; as the hall was 
well filled last night with dancers. The 
Unique Pleasure club had advertised a mas- 
querade, and the fact that the hall had been: 
the scene of one of the most disastrous stam- 
pedes in the history of the city a few hours 
before seemed to attract the curious, who 
sought an opportunity to look over the 
building in which so many had been injured. 


LAY BLAME ON CITY OFFICIALS. 


Building Authorities Say Enforcement 
of Ordinances Would Have Avert- 
ed Loss of Life. : 


At the door of the city's Building depart- 
ment is laid the chief blame for last night's 
accident. Had officiajJs of this branch of the 
municipal government performed 
duties fully and faithfully the loss of Iffe, 
authorities assert, would have been averted, 
at least in part. In view of the plain terms 
et the building ordinances: and of the condi- 
tions existing at Twelfth Street Turner Hall, 
former Building Commissioner James Me- 
Andrews, now Congressman-elect,. and just 
suggested as commissioner by Peter Kiol- 
bassa, must be held blameworthy for the loss 
of human life in the narrow stairways and 
exits. 

Had the building laws been enforced strict- 
ly there would have been emergency exits in 
various parts of the building instead of the 
one entrance in front which formed the only 
means of egress except for a small door 
opening off the stage. 

Under the requirements of the law the 


their | 


stairways should have been fifteen feet wide, 


assuming that but 1,000 persons could be 
seated in the hail. The stairways, however, 
are but eight feet wide, and yet the Building 
department has taken no steps to have the 
laws complied with. 

Finding that there were no fire escapes or 
emergency exits as demanded by law, it 
should have been held that the doors or stair- 
ways were insufficient, building authorities 
say. Then the bullding should have been 
closed by the department officials until alter- 
ations in compliance with the laws were 


made. 
Frequent Inspection Required. 

The laws demand that such buildings as 
this shall be frequently inspected to ascertain 
the “* sufficiency of their doors, passageways, 
aisles, and stairways, and generally their 
facilities for egress in case of fire or other 
accident. Yet, it is asserted, no complaint 
has been lodged against conditions existing 
at this hall: 1 

Aisles in the hall, by the terms of the law, 
should have aggregated fifteen feet in width 
on the main floor. Yet there was but one 
aisle on this floor and it was little more than 
four feet wide. In this and many other re- 
spects the ordinances were violated without 
objection from the Building department, 
which had the power to close the building and 
cause the imposing of heavy fines on owners 
or lessees until the laws were complied with. 
Even Mayor Harrison is found to be violat- 
ing the terms of these building ordinances, in 
that the law requires that the Commissioner 
of Buildings shall de an experienced archi- 
tect, civil engineer, or builder.”” James Mc- 
Andrews, who has given up this post was 
always classed as a “politician.’’ Peter 
Kiolbassa, the newly appointed commission- 
er, is a real estate dealer. 


Requirements of Ordinance. 

Twelfth Street Turner Hall was embraced 

in class 5 of the various kinds of buildings 
under the building ordinances. This class 
includes all buildings used as assembly 
halls for large gatherings of people, whether 
for purposes of worship, instruction, or en- 
tertainment,“ and where movable scenery 
is used.“ 
The law holds that it shall be the duty of 
the Commissioner of Buildings when the 
doors or stairways” of a building are in- 
sufficient for the escape of those within in 
case of fire, panic, or accident,”’ to give no- 
tice in writing to the owner or lessee of such 
place or building to make such changes, al- 
terations, or repairs as public safety or the 
ordinances of the City of Chicago require.”’ 

And,“ the law continues, it shall be un- 
lawful to continue the use of such building 
until the changes, alterations, or repairs 
found necessary by the Commissioner of 
Buildings to make said building or part there- 
of safe or to bring it into compliance with 
this ordinance, shall have been made.“ 

Section 7 of the ordinances makes the fol- 
lowing requirements: 

The Commissioner of Buildings shall in- 
spect or cause to be inspected all... public 
halls... theaters... and other buildings oc- 
cupled by large numbers of people, for the 
purpose of determining the safety of such 
buildings, or any parts or appliances or equip- 
ment thereof, the sufficiency of their doors, 
passageways, aisles, and stairways, and gen- 
erally their facilities for egress in case of 
fire or other accident... and shall make re- 
turns of all violations of the several provis- 
ions of this ordinance to the Law department 
for prosecution.”’ 


Width of the Stairs. 


That the stairways should have been wider 
18 pointed out by the laws. Section 178 reads: 
Stairs in buildings of class 5 shall be in 
width equivalent to eighteen inches for 


| every 100 seats in such building—fractional 


parts of 100 being in each case counted as a 
full 100 seats—but no stairway in such bulld- 
ing shall be less than four feet wide in the 
clear. All stairways shall have railings on 
each side thereof. No stairways shall as- 
cend a greater height than eleven feet with- 
out à level landing. which. if its width is in 
the direction of the run of the stairs, shall 
not be less than three feet, or which. if ata 
turn of the stairs, shall not be less than the 
width of the stalrs.“ 

On this basis. as there is seating capacity 
for 1,000 persons in the Twelfth Stfeet Hall, 


the stairways should be fifteen feet in width. 


Again, the ascent of the stairs is placed at 
fifteen feet, while the law insists that but 
eleven feet should be allowed.

The demand for emergency exits in such 
buildings is made in section 180, which reads: 

‘‘Emergency exits and stairways shall be 
provided outside of the walls of all build- 
fngs of class ö seating more than 800 persons. 
The aggregate width of such emergency 
exits, which shall be provided for each floor, 
balcony, and gallery of such building, shall 
be one-half of that provided for the main 
exits, and no emergency exit, door, or stair- 
way shall be less than three feet in width. 
The framework of these stairs shall be made 
of iron, the treads of wood. These emergency 
exits are to be kept free of obstructions of 
all kinds, including snow.“ 

Yet, so far as known, no attempt had Been 
made to enforce compliance with this law. 


; Doors Open Inward. 
The law provides, too, in section 181, that 
“all doors in buildings of class 5 shall open 
outward.” In Twelfth Street Turner Hall 
the entrance doors open inward. This fault 
has never been corrected. 

Had fire broken out to add its horrors to 
the panic the violation of this section of the 
law would have cost more lives, in all prob- 
Ability. 

Section 186 asserts that it shall be the 
duty of the owner, lessee, or manager of 
every building of class 5, during the perform- 
ances of which programs are issued, to cause 
a diagram showing the exits of such building 
to be printed on such programs.” 

It is provided in section 209 that all build- 
ings of class 5, with accommodations for 
1,000 or more persons, shall have at least one 
three-inch fron standpipe and metallic ladder 
combined in the street or alley, on the out- 
side of the building, from ground to roof, 
with hose attachments close to a window or 
door at each floor or gallery,” 


Condemned Ten Years Ago. 

By section 215 the Building Commissioner 
is given the power to tear down any building 
‘‘which is dangerous, defective, or unsafe.” 

Twelfth Street Turner Hall was condemned 
as unsafe almost ten years ago. Nothing 
was done at the time, however, and the pres- 
ent administration's building officials have 
taken no steps toward insisting on changes. 
The turnverein which used the hall and gave 
the duilding its name moved out some years 
ago because the structure was regarded as 
dangerous. The frame structure, too, stands 
within the fire limits and has been consid- 
ered a menace to neighboring property. 

Though I am not as yet familiar with this 
case in question,“ said Corporation Counsel 
Walker last night, we have held that the 
Building department has the power to force 
changes when public safety demands.“ 


SEEKING BOY WHO CRIED “FIRE” 


Panic So Similar to One of December 
That the Same Offender Is 
Suspected. 


The panic is the second that has occurred 
in the same building within four or five weeks. 
On Dec. 11 last the same company was giving 
a performance when a cry of Fire!“ sent 
the audience scurrying from the hall. Bigh- 
teen persons were injured. The circum- 
stances attending the disaster of yesterday 
were so nearly identical that the police sus- 
pect the same youth who precipitated the 
panic in December was instrumental. He is 
said to live near the hall, and will be ar- 
rested. The police believe he has a mania 
for this kind of work. Captain Wheeler re- 
ceived a letter from a person unknown last 
night giving the name of the boy wanted. 

On Dec. 11 the theatrical company offered 
special inducements to children, making a 
rate of five cents and giving a ticket in a 
drawing for a doll with each admission. The 
drawing had not been made at that time, nor 
had it yesterday, when the cry of Fire!“ 
started. The play, called “The Jewish 
Greenhorns,“ an adaptation of The Streets 
of New York.” was just approaching its 
finale, when the alarm was shouted by the 
boy. He disappeared, as did the manager 
of the house, Captain Wheeler and his men 
from the Maxwell Street Station being ur- 
able to discover any trace of them.

EULOGY ON CUSHMAN K. DAVIS. 


Senator Towne of Minnesota Pays a 
Formal Tribute to the Dead 
Statesman. 


Washington, D. C., Jan, 12.—The session of 
the Senate today was devoted to eulogies of 
the late Senator Davis of Minnesota. Sena- 
tor Towne, his successor, made his maiden 
speech, and paid a tribute to the dead stateées- 
man. die said: 

“Death found Cushman K. Davie at the 
zenith of his powers and at the summit of 
his opportunities. He stood at the head of 
the committee which, at the present critical 
juncture in our history, is the most promi- 
nent committee of the highest governmental 
body in the world. If the policy on which 
his party has entered is to be pursued, the 
unexpired portion of his current term, com- 
prising the next four years, must be all-im- 
| portant in the shaping and adjustment of 
that policy as related to numerous and com- 
plicated international interests. 

This was a aituation calculated to appeal 
to his highest ambition, to stimulate his 
greatest potencies, to spread before his 
mental vision the most satisfying prospect 
of worthy and enduring fame. Yet here, on 
the threshold of the consummation of his 
career, at the entrance to that fair field for 
whose delights and glories all his past seemed 
to have been a designed preparation, in- 
scrutable fate had ordained that he should 
pause. No one realized the tragic pathos 
of the catastrophe more fully than he did; 
yet he the sorrow of it with a heroism 
equal to the physical courage which he op- 
posed to the stoutest assaults of pain. He

It 
points out that Great Britain has no power 
to cede it, as the railroad is Chinese prop- 
erty. Moreover, it is stipulated that the rall- 
road shall not be mortgaged to any foreign 
government or company. 

There have been reports that Russian 
agents are endeavoring to buy out the British 
interests, but the British government is not 
connected therewith. 

Representations have been made to Russia | 
In behalf of the English bondholders, as the 
action of the Russian officials is considered 
to have exceeded the military requirements, 
and the question of compensation will come 
up when the line is restored to its owners. A 
convention on this subject is now under dis- 
cussion.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 12. —In view of a 
published dispatch from Pekin, criticising the 
course of Minister Conger for having signed

RECALLS DAYS OF CIVIL WAR. 


Governor-Elect Yates Reads Scrap Book 
Kept by Father Forty 


Jacksonville, III., Jan. 12.—[{Special.]—One 
of Governor-elect Yates’ many scrap books 
is labeled Executive scrap book,“ and bo- 
came his property as a bequest from his 
father. Its clippings give a good history of 
the administration of Governor Yates dating 
from Jan. 16, 1861. Mr. Yates today read 
with great interest the following editorial 
from ‘the State Journal of Jan. 14, 1861: 

“The inauguration of Yates as Governor 
will take place this afternoon. This is a 
proud day fer Richard Yates. He is today 
to be placed at the head of one of the most 
powerful States in the federal union. He 
assumes the reins of government at a time 
when great dangers are to be met and great 
interests carefully guarded. The people of 
Illinois repose confidenc@ in his wisdom, de- 
votion to the State, and doyalty to the union, 
and we know that that confidence is well 


placed. 

Mr. Yates is a young man, the youngest 
Governor, we believe, in the union, and yet 
he has filled many high and honorable po- 
sitions in the State and nation. He has rep- 
resented his county in the Legislature, his 
district in Congress, and now fills the dis- 
tinguished post of Governor of Illinois. We 
predict that his political career will not end 
with his present official term. Other and 
perhaps higher commissions await him at 
the hands of a people whose idol he is and 
who delight to do him honor. 

“In every public position Mr. Yates has 
proved himself competent and faithful, and 
in the paths of private life he has thus far 
walked without a spot or blemish on his pri- 
vate character. Wise in counsel, eloquent 
in the forum, warmly attached to his coun- 
try, social, warm-hearted, and generous in 
his intercourse with men, he has now the re- 
spect of the State, the confidence of his party, 
and the love of his friends. We have predlet- 
ed for him a brilliant future, and we shall 
watch his course, full of confidence that time 
will verify our prediction.“

STEAMER TILLAMOOK IS LOST. 


Vessel Runs on Wood Island, Off Alas- 
ka, in Calm Sea and with Of- 
ficers on Bridge. 


Port Townsend, Wash., Jan. 12.—The 
steamer Senator, which arrived today from 
Alaska, brought news of the loss of the 
steamer Tillamook. 

On Thanksgiving day, at 5 o’clock in the 
afternoon, with the sea perfectly calm and 
the Captain and both pilots on the bridge, 
the Tillamook was run high and dry on the 
north end of Wood Island, just south of 
Kadiak Island.

Sheriff Hollingshead says it is his opinion 
it is the intention to form a posse, composed 
of Sheriffs and their deputies, and make a 
descent on the rendezvous of Marvin Kuhns, 
the notorious outlaw and escaped convict 
who for weeks has been openly defying ar- 
rest, near Albion, Noble County. 3

$1,000 has stirred up the officers. Governor 
Nash has also urged Governor Mount to see 
that an effort be made to capture Kuhns.” 

The Sheriff of Noble County has in his pos- 
session the requisition papers for the return 
of Kuhns to Ohio, and with the assistance of 
the other Sheriffs it is thought he will be 
taken either dead or alive.

SUPPORT CONVICT AID IDEA. 


Many Promise to Attend Meeting to 
Devise Ways to Provide Employ- 
ment for Released Prisoners. 


Widespread support is being accorded the 
movement of Chicago’s charitable organiza- 
tions to secure employment for convicts just 
released from prison, the strengthening of 
the parole system, and the indeterminate 
sentence laws. After the meeting of last 
Monday over 100 letters were sent to prison 
officials, boards of pardon and control, and 
others, requesting their presence at the meet- 
ing to be held next Wednesday in the Unity 
Building. In nearly every instance a favor- 
able reply has been received. 

Among those expréssing interest in the 
work are the Wardens of the Illinois, Minne- 
sota, Indiana, Ohio, Iowa, Missouri, and Wis- 
consin State penitentlaries, the Illinois State 
Board of Pardons, the Indiana State Board 
of Charities, the Wisconsin State Board of 
Control, and General Roeliff Brinkerhoff of 
Mansfield, O., the expert on prison life. All 
promise that representatives will be present 
at the meeting of next Wednesday. 

Aside from an endeavor to better the parole 
system and the indeterminate sentence laws, 
it is the intention of those interested that 
agents shall visit the penitentiaries and re- 
form schools to promise aid to prisoners 
whose terms are about to expire.

NEGLECT OF SUFFERING ANIMAL 
AROUSES HOTEL GUESTS. 


Object of Their Sympathy Lies Help- 
less Six Hours on Icy Pavement, the 
Humane Society Pleading Inability 
to Remove It, and Many Impromptu 
Indignation Meetings Are Held—Ap- 

; peal to the Mayor Results Finally 
in Removal of Equine to # Hospital. 


An injured horse lay on the ice-covered 
street in front of the Virginia Hotel for six 


hours last night, notwithstanding the pro- 


tests of the guests of that house and of the 
residents of the Marquette Flats directly 
opposite. Appeals to the Humane society 
were in vain, those in charge of the office 
claiming there were no horses to move the 
ambulance. Mayor Harrison was appealed 
to at 10 o’clock and ordered the patrol 
horses at the East Chicago Avenue Police 
Station be used to move the animal. 

The driver, Frank Caesy, 94 East Twenty- 
fifth street, was on his way towards the city 
when the horse suddenly slipped and fell at 
5:10 o'clock. With some assistance he was 
able to get the harness off the fallen animal, 
which lay groaning on the.ice and snow. 
He then tried to get the horse on its feet, 
but in the fall it had been injured and was 
not able to rise. 
| Humane Society Helpless. 

Cassy then notified the M ot the horse, 
James Lawless, 168 Rush street, who direct- 
ed him to notify the Humane society. At 7 
o’clock the Humane officials said that they 
would not be able to send their ambulance, 
as they had no horses to hitch to it. Cassy 
remained on the scene, but made no fur- 
ther effort to move the animal. Some med- 
icines were procured, but the horse could 
not move. 
After the horse had lain for an hour on the 
ice. the residents of the Marquette Flats 
and in the Virginia Hotel began to protest 
to the driver that the horse should be taken 
to a hospital. He said that he had done 
all that he could do. Then they notified the 
police station at East Chicago avenue and 
policeman eenan was ordered to inform 
the owner to either get a veterinary sur- 
geon and have the horse cared for or to have 
it moved by the Humane society. Lawless 
was told that unless he acted at once he 
would be arrested. 

At a few minutes before 10 o’clock Lawless 
appeared with a horse attacked to a de- 
livery wagon used by a ing powder com- 
pany. He failed to get the horse to its feet, 
and said that he did not care what became 
of the animal, that it was not worth more 
than $30 or $40 at the most. He was per- 
suaded not to give his consent to having it 
shot. He said that he would not call a sur- 
geon. 

In the meantime the windows and door- 
ways of the hotel and the flat building were 
filled with persons, who were demanding that 
something be done at once. Frederick Mc- 
Laughlin, 95 Rush street, offered to pay the 
cost of a surgeon if one could be found. 


Appeal to the Mayor. 

As a last resort Mrs. Horace Jackson, who 
has apartments in the Marquette Flats, called 
Mayor Harrison over the telephone. He 
was told of the neglect and said that it would 
be attended to at once by his order. 

It is the most shameful thing that t ever 
heard of,” he said. To think that the 
owner would allow an animal to lie there in 
pain all this time is ridiculous. I will have 
the ambulance started in twenty minutes.“ 

An officer of the Humane society told the 
Mayor that he could not send the ambu- 
lance. The Mayor then ordered the patrol 
wagon from the East Chicago Avenue Sta- 


tion to go for the ambulance and take the 


horse to the hospital for horses at 560 Wa- 
bash avenue. Within a few minutes the 
patrol wagon dashed down to the scene, and 
the people cheered at the first sign that some- 
thing was to be done. , 

Alexander Nichols of the Marquette Fla 
was one who was indignant at the cruel 
treatment that was so public. 

The horse fell before I returned home,“ 
he said. All this evening the people have 
been holding indignation meetings in this 
neighborhood. If there was any reason for 
ft we would not feel so about it, but it is in- 
credible that an animal should be allowed to 
suffer for such a length of time.“ *

Every critic hedges, however, 
with the admission that Roentgen X rays 
and other similar great discoveries were 
greeted with almost universal incredulity. |

mental effects of the terrible experiments to 
which he subjected himself.

London Public Grasps Eager- i 
ly at Shares in Bubble 
Stock Companies. 


RUIN OF LORD DUFFERIN, 


Failure of London and Globe 
Concern Comes a Warning 
to Investors. 


MISCHIEVOUS TALK BY DUKE

Novel Plan in City of Sydney. 

The City of Sydney; Australia, is now 
working out a. gigantic scheme that will 
suggest great possibilities to the advocates 
of municipal ownership in America. This is 
to- aupniy the whole of Sydney with electro- 
motive power, not only for lighting, but for 
transportation and general motive purposes. 

For the generation of the necessary force 
the city engineers, who.are working out the 
scheme, propose to utilize the Blue Mountain 
rivers and to provide for water storage on 
a huge scale. In the wet season it is es- 
timated that 40,000,000 gallons, or enough to 
keep the generating plant running at its 
utmost capacity for 150 days, can be stored 
without difficulty. The plant is to be of the 
most modern type, and is to be supplemented 
by storage. batteries in order to utilize fully 
the available energy during the hours of 
least demand. The total cost of the scheme 
is about $7,500,000, and for working expenses, 
including interest charges, will be under 
$800,000. The estimated annual income is 
000 annually.

BJORNSON LIVING IN PARIS. 


Norwegian Novelist and Dramatist Is 
Working on New Play at the 
French Capital. 


[Special Cable to The Chicago Tribune] 

PARIS, Jan. 12.—Bjornstjerne Bjornson, 
with his attractive wife, has taken up his 
residence in Paris for the winter, and is busy 
at work on his new drama, the principal 
characters of which he will draw from Paris- 
lan types he ts now studying. In no city in 
the world, the great dramatist claims, does 
he find the same repose and inspirationas in 
Paris. 

In an interview with him, he told me the 
new work would be finished in March. 

“ Here in Parts,“ he said, I find an atmos- 
phere which facilitates my work in a remark- 
able degree. The French littérateurs are 
fortunate to have such an atmosphere con- 
stantly. Perhaps, we love Paris because it 
contains the most cultivated men in the 
world, but we also seek the city because it 
breeds literary fecundity."’ 

Speaking of his role in Norwegian polities, 
Bjornson said: 

Many have existed as 
to the part I have played in the affairs of my 
cduntry. I have never been a member of 
Parliament, a functionnaire, or a director of a 
political journal. Therefore, all my discus- 
sions upon religious or social subjects have 
been strictly independent. 

Aa writer I may have been useful in 
suggesting reforms, As such one may be a 
leader of men-—-a former of ideas—beyond 
this role I have never gone. 


Concerning the active part he had taken in 
the question of the separation of Norway and 
Sweden, Bjornson declared: 

Norway was united to Sweden by the 
same King; nothing elee unites the two na- 
tions, Formerly Norway was not strong 
enough to resist against the incursions of 
Sweden. . 

“Now t is otherwise. The Norwegians 
have gained confidence in themselves and the 
respect of nations. Norway desires to direct 
her own exterior affairs, but does not desire 
to separate from Sweden. If such a separa- 
tion took place a close alliance would be 
drawn up between the two nations.“ 

Bjornson further stated he placed great 
hopes upon the future action of his son-in- 
law and disciple, Sigur Ibsen, a man of broad 
spirit and liberal action. 

Asked his opinion of the Transvaal war, 
Bjornson replied it was deplored by all civil- 
ized nations. England,“ he said, has lost 
her prestige among nations and lowered her 
self in her national individuality.” 


‘ His Life in Paris. 

Bjornson is living close to the Bols de 
Boulogue with his son-in-law, Albert Lan- 
gen, exiled from Germany for lese ma- 
jesty,“ and whose little children are the 
grandfather's delight. 

With a curly-headed baby on each knee 
while he discusses the grave questions of the 
day Bjornson resembles a patriarch, with his 
fine, intelligent face, full of energy, lighted 
up with a pair of eyes which absolutely shine 
with vivacity and kindliness. A pair of gold- 
rimmed spectacles accentuates the brilliancy 
of the eyes, and short, white whiskers give 
the air of benevolence, which completes the 
picture.

TO HAVE SERIOUS QUARRELS. 


, Afriea with a Startling story of Dif- 
ferences Between the Commanders 
Over the Methods to Be Employed— 
Consternation Reigns in London 
Over Recent News from Front-—Few 
Enlistments for Service at Cape.

PARIS, Jan. 12.—Captain Charvenin, 4 
French officer, has just returned from south 
Africa, where he served in the Boer army, 
later escaping from British captivity at Pre- 
torla. He makes startling statemgnts, de- 
duced from things he alleges he overheard 
discussed among the English officers. He 
says it is common military talk at Pretoria 
that Roberts and Kitchener had bitter con- 
troversies, lasting for months, before the 
former’s departure. 

Kitchener, he reports, reproached Roberts 
for renouncing the command when things 
were in a desperate state, resulting from 
Roberts making a mess of the campaign. 
Kitchener opposed Roberts’ line of opera- 
tions throughout, saying that marching 
straight ahead and leaving the rear un- 
protected was practically walking into a 
trap. 

Kitchener’s Plan of Campaign. 

Instead of perforating a narrow route, 
Kitchener counseled scouring the country 
and keeping the enemy always ahead. 

Charvenin declares he heard an English- 
man say that Kitchener was deeply resent- 
ful, and cursed Roberts as a “silly old 
meddier, who never knew anything about 
war except moving ahead. 

Charvenin says that one night after Rob- 
erts had left he heard a group of officers dis- 
cussing the matter, and the general opin-

was willing to take big chances if Kitch- 
ener was only discredited. One excited 
Kitchenerite expressed the belief that Rob- 
erts gladly followed the War office plans, 
kno that after his departure Kitchener 
would find himself in a blind alley, and, fail- 
ing to escape, his career would be ruined ir- 
retrievably. 

Charvenin speaks English perfectly, but 
concealed that fact during his captivity, thus 
obtaining much practical information which 
he later communicated to the Boers. 


British Army on Defensive.

LONDON, Jan. 12.—The appalling develop- 
ments in the south African situation are 
causing the deepest consternation here. It 
ig now nearly three months since the. Brit ish 
army found it possible to act on the offensive, 
while every day there are fresh accounts of 
the daring tactics of the Boers, who are act- 
ing upon a plan conceived with consummate 
skill and executed with amazing intrepidity 
and resource to cut off Lord Kitchener’s com- 
munications with both the capital and Natal. 

All manner of panicky proposals are print- 
ed for raising fresh levies of volunteers here, 
including a suggested summons to the City 
Imperial Volunteers; but Kitchener’s need 
is capable mounted riflemen, for 40,000 of 
whom, as cabled weeks ago, he urgently ap- 
pealed immediately after Lord Roberts re- 
signed his command.

Little Enthusiasm Over War.

WAS THE FRIEND OF A KING.

LONDON, Jan. .12.—There died in London 
this week, in poverty, a character once 
well-known in New York, London, and 
Paris—Henry A. de Lille, who married Olive 
Logan years ago. He was connected with 
several New York newspapers. 

While in Paris he greatly aided in a con- 
fidential capacity Napoleon III. One of his 
sons was formerly Consul at Sheffield, and he 
was made a Chevalier of the Legion of 
Honor by Napoleon. Poverty and illness 
made his closing days tragic. 

Another death this week was that of James 
de Foe, the last male descendant of the 
author of Robinson Crusoe.“ He was 82 
years old and a pauper.

Distrust Chancellor. 

The Conservative and Agrarian press 
handle Von Billow’s speech with extreme 
caution. They avoid pledging support of 
the canal bill in exchange for any possible 
bargain. The Agrarians continue to dis- 
trust Von Bülow. 

The Kreus Zeitung, Conservative, while 
pleasantly complimenting the Chancellor, 
warns the latter not to repeal Prince Hohen- 
lohe’s punitive methods towards members 
of the Diet who are also government em-

Manuscript Speech Changed. 

A significant little incident is this: Von 
Bulow's speech, as actualiy delivered in the 
Diet, spoke of increased cereal duties for 
the protection of German agriculture, while 
the correoted manuscript, several hours later, 
as it left Von Bulow's hands, mentioned only 
„gesicherter sollschuts,“ meaning assured 
duty protection.“ This manipulation has 
not escaped attention, and there are all sorts 
of surmises connected therewith. 

Ip the best informed parliamentary circles 
the opinion is now held that Von Bülow him- 
self hardly knows where he stands and that 
he will endeavor skillfully to push the canal 
bill through the Diet with whatever not too 
exacting allies he can find. It certainly 
would be unlike Von Billow to conclude a 
fixed bargain thus early with any party or 
set of parties. 

Bill Asks 384,000,000 Marks. 

The enlarged canal bill, which was intro- 
duced in the Lower House of the Diet today. 
provides for the Midland Canal, 260,000,000 
marke; for the Berlin-Stettin Canal, 41,000,- 
000 marks; for the improvement of the 
Warthe and a connection with the Vistula, 
23,000,000 marks; for the Oder Tidewater 
Canal, 41,000,000 marks; and for the Havel 


and Spree Canal, 19,000,000 marks, a total of 


884,000,000 marks. The Finance Minister is 
empowered to sell bonds to raise the neces- 
sary funds. 


Socialist Demands an n Inquiry. 

In the Reichstag today Herr Fischer, So- 
cial Democrat, seized the opportunity of the 
debate on the Home office estimates to make 
a violent attack on Count von Posadowsky- 
Wehner, the Secretary of the Interior, in con- 
nection with the recent 12,000 marks scandal 
(that amount having been contributed by 
certain manufacturers for the furtherance of 
the anti-strike bill): He proposed the ap- 
pointment of a parliamentary commission to 
investigate the political and financial rela- 
tions between the Home office and the central 
union of German manufacturers and other 
organizations. | 

Count von Posadowsky-Wehner, tn reply, 
said he hoped his post would always be oc- 
cupied by a man as honestly anxious as him- 
self to ameliorate the position of the working 
people. He assumed full responsibility for 
the action under debate and had no thought 
of relinquishing his office so long as he en- 
joyed the confidence of the monarchy. 


Chinese Problem Worries. 

The China bill will not be disposed of dy the 
Relchstag for some time, as the Bundesrath 
has only just received the government bill 
fixing the Chinese soldiers’ pension. 

In German politicai circles it is the opinion 
that the Chinese problem is still a long way 
from a definite solution, as the question of 
damages will occupy much time in Pekin. 
Nobody here believes that Field Marshal 
Count von Waldersee or the German troops 
will be withdrawn by March. The opinion 
here rather inclines to another year elapsing 
before that happens, although it is well 
known that Russia strongly desires Von Wal- 
dersee’s retirement and that of the German 
troops. 

An official of the Foreign office stated today 
that those who are thoroughly acquainted 
with the Chinese hold that while they are 
most crafty, still when the note Is signed 
they will consider themselves bound. The 
Foreign office also hopefully considers the 
Dowager Empress’ case, remembering that 
she showed Prince Henry of Prussia unusual 
courtesies. It believes that while the Dow- 
ager Empress is still more or less under anti- 
foreign influences, she eventually will change 
her attitude and return to Pekin with the 
whole court, probably at the end of March 
or the beginning of April. 


Court Festivities to Begin. 
The coming week will begin the season of 
court festivities, the Emperor and Empress 
having moved to the Berlin Schloss. The 
last season was greatly subdued because of 
the death of the Empress’ mother, hence 
this winter will be doubly festive. The fes- 
tivities will commence on Thursday and 
Friday next with the bicentenary of the 
declaration of the Prussian kingdom, which 
the Emperor intends to make a great event. 
The preparations are nearly completed.

‘Why, you ollght to know that. ‘We put 
those men out of business. They were bums 
and better off dead than alive. They were 
of no use to themselves or to anybody else. 
Most of them had wet brains (an alcoholic 


condition arising from chronic use of liquor) } 


and would have died anyway. To some I 
gave too much knockout medicine and. to 
others I did not give any medicine at all. 
It does not worry my conscience in the 
least. 4 

Wright and Dr. Lent, however, were not 
considered especially creditable witnesses 
because the former, according to Commis- 
sioner Keller, is an habitual drunkard, and 


the latter a morphine fiend. 


Patient Tells of Abuse. 
George Korner, son of a wealthy retired 
merchant, was a patient in the alcoholic 
ward just twenty-four hours. He was a 
sufferer from epilepsy and found in a col- 
lapsed state. He declared to the hospital 
authorities he was not suffering from al- 
cohol, but nevertheless he was put in the 
alcoholic ward. In describing his experience 
at the hands of the nurses to his father he 


d: 

“They tore off my clothes and even 
wrenched my shoes from my feet without 
unlacing them. They brought me some medi- 
cine in a glass, but I told them I was suffer- 
ing from epilepsy and had proper medicines 
at home. 

“Then three fellows threw themselves 
across my chest, while others strapped my 
hands and feet to the cot. One of them 
took a twisted piece of cloth, passed it about 
my neck, and began to choke me. They hit 
me on the head and abused me, using foul 


language. 

“As I still refused to take the medicine 
they gave me a hypodermic injection. All 
night they kept coming into my room and 
annoying me. They said: You'd better calla 
priest, for you'll die sure.’ They nearly 
made me crazy, and when I tried to speak 
they put pillows over my face.“ 


Adds Charge of Larceny. 

The State Lunacy commission has senta 
communication to John W. Keller, Commis- 
sioner of Charities, adding the charge of 
larceny to the allegations of crueity and 
brutality. The name of the person who pro- 
fesses to have been robbed was withheld, 
likewise the identity of the person or per- 
sons alléged to have taken his property. It 
is understood, however, that a person com- 
mitted to the insane pavilion early in De- 
cember, who had a sum of money when ad- 
mitted, was later sent away without a penny. 

Thomas J. Minnock, who testified to the 
assault on Louis Hilliard, has made a sim- 
lar charge of larceny. : 

“ When I entered the pavilion,” he says, 
I had a pair of gold-plated sleeve links. I 
bought them second-hand for $2.50. While 
I was in the insane pavilion one of the 
‘nurses, whose name I am willing to furnish, 
took a look at the buttons. ; 

think I'll take those,’ he said, they're 
pretty nice,’ and he deliberately took them 
from my cuffs and put them in his pocket, 
which was the last I saw of them.“ 


Says Nurse Demanded Money. 

Anthony Monroe Marcan of 82 Madison 
street, a patient in Bellevue Hospital from 
Nov. 9 to Dec. 7, adds his statement to the 
chapter of abuses. He was being treated for 
varicose veins. He got admission, he says, 
through a letter from David O’Connell, cus- 
todian of the city record. 

IJ received an intimation from my nurse,“ 
he said, that it would be to my advantage 
to give up,’ as they expressed it, but I told 
them I could not afford it. 1 was put ona 
milk diet, but only got two glasses a day, 
and when I complained I received sour milk, 
which I couldn’t drink. One day when I 
asked for a drink the nurse shouted roughly 
at me, ‘O, forget it,’ and another time he 
lost patience and exclaimed, Tou'd better 
croak * 

Many tell of paying tips to nurses in order 
to get proper care, and others say they were 
‘neglected because they had no money. Tips 
ranged from 25 cents to $5. Sometimes the 
nurses hinted that a small sum of money 
would be acceptable. 


Doctors Get Wealthy Patients. 
Commissioner Keller is confronted with an

Allen McLane Hamilton, the insanity ex- 
pert, is responsible for the statement that 
such a combination exists.

Philip Armour and his brothers and sis- 
ters, Simeon, Watson, Charles, Joseph. Her- 
man, Maryette, and Maria, did not go to 
school at Stockbridge Village, but attended 
the district school at Valley Mills, in Stock- 
bridge Township, so named when the ratl- 
road was put through. They were not un- 
usual children, though all were bright and 
studious, a trait which Gran’pa Oliver New- 
comb says they got from their mother, a 
remarkably bright, intelligent woman. 


Recalls the Elder Armours. | 

„ ghe knew how to get, Mis’ Armour did, 
said he, an' old Danford knew how to 
keep. An’ she brought up them boys an’ 
girls to be a credit to herself an’ to the com- 
munity. And in the church she was a regular 
politician. ‘She could swing the female side 
of that Methodist meeting-house any way 
she wanted to. But she wasn’t so sot as old 
Danford. 

„One time Danford begun lawin’ it with 
one of his neighbors about aline fence. Well, 
it dragged along quite a while before it was 
fixed up, but when it was settled finally it 
was settled old Danford's way. An’ I reckon 
that there’s the secret of the Armour boy’s 
success.”’ 

Philip Armour is described by the gray- 
headed men who used to go to school with 
him as being a frank, manly boy, ready fora 
frolic or a rassle,“ not maliciously mis- 
chievous, and, like his brothers and sisters, 
brought up to go to church and respect re- 
ligion. 

The regard for religion instilled into the 
Armour boys by their mother—their father 
was not a church member—has borne fruit all 
over the Township of Stockbridge. In the 
hamlet of that name stands a handsome little 
Methodist church, white painted, but with 
stained glass windows. 


Gifts to Country Churches. 

It is the church Philip Armour's mother 
used to attend and help to manage, and was 
remodeled a number of years ago at a cost 
of $4,000. Of this sum $1,750 was given by 
Philip. Armour, who also gave an additional 
$250 to get the society out of debt, and the 
handsomest of the stained glass windows is 
a memorial erected by the Armour boys for 
their father and mother. The inhabitants

, the benefactor of the church. 

To the little church at Bennett's Corners, 
near his old home. Mr. Armour sent not long 
ago $500. and money enough besides to buy 
an organ, and he gave a present to the 
church at Munnsville of $100 and put the 
society out of debt.

W. H. KROUSKUP, 280 Clark street—The plan 
is a good one. Now all druggists sell stamps, be- 
cause they have to do so to please their cus- 
tomers. For all their annoyance they get noth-

heartily favor the plan. Now we have to sell 
stamps without compensation, although there is 
considerable trouble connected with it.

MAYOR WILL GIVE PERMIT

Cincinnati's Exeentive Says He Will

Cincinnati, O., Jan. 12.—[Special.]—The first 
official statement of any length from Mayor 
Fleischmann on the Sängerfest prize-fight 
was given out today.

“The statements that I had weakened on 
the sparring contest, and would not give the 
permit I had promised, are far from the 


bout etian put upon my 
tives, whether purposely or otherwise. I 
never promised to give the permit at any 
particular time. The custom is for all per- 
mits to athletic associations for sparring 
bouts to be issued a day or two before the 
time for the sparring bout. 

It was never my intention to deviate one 
iota from that rule in issuing the permit for 


‘| the proposed Sangerfest sparring bout. I do 


not propose to issue a permit for this affair 
simply in order to furnish something that 
wiil serve as a sort of legal football, to be 
kicked all around. My positionremains un- 
changed. I will issue the permit for the Sin- 
gerfest sparring match at the proper time, 
which is one or two days before the date of 
the bout. I am not looking for technicalities 
to get out of keeping my promtse. If I had 
wished to avail myself of technicalities I will 
say that a thousand and one of them have 
been suggested to me from every conceiv- 
able point of view. There is no change in the 
situation, so far as I am concerned. The 
matter will stand to the end just this way. I 
will have no further statements on the sub- 
ject to make public. My trip to New York 
has nothing to do with this matter in any 
way. My business manager is going with me. 
All arrangements for the trip were made ten 
days ago.“

RIDES IN 1,000 RACES DURING 
THE YEAR JUST CLOSED, _ 


241 Times Out of the Thousand 


Mounts—His Career Dates Back Only | 


Two Years—Many Riders Going 
2 
Needed Improvements Outlined by 


{BY CHARLES ©. TREVATHAN,) 

New York, Jan. 12.-—-[Special.j—If you will 
look over the statistics of racing for the year 
that Has just ended you will find much to 
interest you, but you will discover one thing 
that will surprise you. One boy, a little fel- 
low that does not weigh 100 pounds, rode 
during the season of 1900 in just 1,000 races, 

Imagine the physical effort, not to speak 
of the mental strain, of putting a horse 
through bis route that number of times. The 
boy rode an average of three races a day, 
exclusive of Sundays; for an entire year. it 
is a wonder he didn’t get ruled off. Whereis 
the man with a man's head about things who, 
being asked to do so dangerous and delicate 
a task as to ride a race three times a day 
every working day of the year, would not 
have made one, nay, many fatal mistakes? 

Yet this little fellow is but a bit more than 


a child and turf trouble has never been his. 


I do not remember that in the whole season 
he has once been before the racing judges 
on account of serious error. Mistakes he may 
have made, must have made, in all that 
rasping experience; but he never made one 
so bad that his object could be questioned. 

The lad’s name ts Dominick, and he is the 
lightweight youngster of whom i have had 
occasion to speak favorably more than once. 
He is now hard at it in San Francisco, is 
putting a winner over this time and that, and 
is coming to the front of the lightweight 
division as fast as a boy may. 


May Repeat It This Year. 

In action on the first day of.the year, he 
will ride constantly this winter; will come 
East. with the spring, and go into imme- 
diate service on some of the tracks of the 
middle West; will have a summer of business 
in the saddle, and will probably land in San 
Francisco again next winter to tomplete 
another year of riding. If that isn’t hard 
labor no profession on earth is hard. 

‘Think of what has been asked of this one 
boy! He began last season at the New @r- 
ieans winter meeting; and came North as 
the warm days approached. At St. Louis he 
made a pérganent stop, and there became 
the lightweight preference of the public. The 
fact of his being able to do such low weights 
made him available in almost every race 
that came along, and he was constantly in 
demand. He remained in St. Louis until the 
close there, and then lined out for Galifor- 
nia, to wind up the year with just that even 
thousand mounts. 

Out of that number of essays in the sad- 
die he was first home 241 times, a record of 
winning mounts that places him at the head 
of the list of winning jockeys of the year. 
His percentage is not so good as that of other 
boys of more advanced years, but turf history 
does not record anything better in the mat- 
ter of lightweight records. 

Dominick has been riding but two seasons, 
having made his début in New Orleans two 
winters ago, where he was a failure. But. 
when he came up the line in the spring. and 
had a chance to see what the good boys did 
in their races, he learned to be a jockey in 
an incredibly short space of time, and pretty 
soon was coming home in front with such 
frequency as to attract the public eye and 
the public following. 3 

Will Be Retained by Cook. 

He is under contract to Fred Cook. Re- 
cently a cablegram from England said a 
prominent: owner over there had secured 
the lad for English effort. Fred Cook says 
he does not know anything of an English 
bid for the boy, but that if it came he would 
not consider it for a moment. He recog- 
nizes that he has something better than a 
good racehorse in Dominick and he will not 
give him up to anybody. Beh 
Dominick is well satisfied to stay where 
‘he is, and in this coming season of 1901 if 
he is not the best lightweight in the country 
my guess is a bad one. 

J@tk Martin, that gentle little fellow who 
ran away from Carlisle & Shields. the other 
day at San Francisco because they would 
not allow him $10 a day out of his earnings 
for candy and popcorn, is more than clever, 
and those who had watched his riding with 
care had selected him as the coming boy 
in the lightweight division, with a pros- 
pect that he might become ohe of our best 
as he grew older. : 

But, good as Martin is, this lad Dominick 
seems to have him beaten by more than a 
shade, and it is to Dominfck that we must 
look for the lad that shall succeed the suc- 
cesses now in the pigskin. ere 

While Dominick is not going to Europe, 
according to Cook, the number of American 
boys who will be on the other side this sea- 
son is much larger than one would think. 
The list is growing every day. Already 
contracts have been signed by the two Reiff 
boys, Skeets Martin, Fred Taral, Sam 
Doggett, Clem Jenkins, Willie Dean, Nash 
Turner, Patsy Freeman, Ben Rigby, Willie 
Simms,.“* Indian" Morgan, Eddie Jones, W. 
Waldo. Danny Maher, and McJoynt.. 

All these have made positive ehgagements 
and there*is a possibility that others may 
‘go over the water before the spring season 
has opened here. The number will surprise 
even a follower of the turf. England claims 
the majority, but France takes several, and 
Austria what France doesn't get. . 

Barney Schreiber on Jockeys. 

Remove all these from the arena of the

“So serious has become the question of 
replenishing the ranks of riders that many 
prominent trainers have agreed to undertake 
the task of educating jockeys with a zeal 
that heretofore has been lacking. The school- 
ing during the winter months is to be a pre- 
liminary one that will have candidates all 
ready for the spring galloping. It is no new 
story to find exercise boys given chances to 
display their qualifications for wearing the 
colors, but the trouble has been that one or 
two were selected while the others were 
ignored. Often those chosen failed to justify 
this care and teaching, and the result was 
a trainer was compelled to seek outside 
heip. even when lightweights were required. 

Present intentions are to give all hands 
a chance.

The buildings of the fair grounds were 
erected when racing had not reached the 
proportions which now mark it, and, while 
the stand and other appointments at the 
fair grounds are better than on the majority 
of racecourses, the smaller affairs which go 
to make up the complete track of today are 
missing. ;

t of the Jockey clubhouse. On nearly al) 
the other Western racetracks the paddocks 
are generally built adjoining the betting 
ring, but President Aull doesn’t like the idea 
of having the fair grounds paddock too close 
to the betting ring. He says the public is of 
the opinion that the further apart book- 
makers and the jockeys are kept better 
it will be for the turf. 3 

New Paddock te Be Built. 

The new paddock probably will be a two- 
story affair, with comfortable quarters for 
the riders on the second floor. Stalls where 
the horses can be saddled before the races 
and cooled out after they have run will be 
lald out on the first floor. A good paddock 
is badly needed at the fair grounds. When 
this track was built paddocks were never

The construction of racecourses has be- 
come an exact science, and the track that 
competes for public favor these days must 
be as careful of the comforts of the patrons 
as a theater or any other place of amuse- 
ment. New York and Chicago are the two 
towns on this side of the divide that have 
noted the public likes ang dislikes, and have 
catered to thelikes. San isco has three 
courses, any one of wh is a model in its 
own way. 

The day when a mile track, with an in- 
side rail, a stand with dusty wooden benches, 
and a few stormbeaten stalls on the back- 
stretch could be called a racecourse are gone. 
People want something to please the eye 
and other things that contribute to bodily 
comfort. 


GOSSIP OF RACING IN CALIFORNIA. 


Prospect of a Brilliant Three-Year-Old 
Match—Oakland Track Heavy. 
San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 12.—[Special.]— 
If Secretary Powers of Tanforan succeeds in 
bringing together the crack 3-year-old colts 
Rolling Boer, Canmore, Brutal, and Articu- 
late, at a mile, to be run the opening week 
of Tantforan's next meeting, a great racing 
attraction will be consummated. In addition 
to the rare class shown by each of the coits 
great interest hinges, on the fact that they 
would be ridden by the four greatest living 
jockeys: Sloan; Reiff, Loates, and Turner. 
Prince Poniatowsky, a comparative new- 
comer to the racing game, seems determined 
to do everything to stimulate the sport, and 
besides ‘investing liberally in a racing stable 
has in his capacity of President of the San 
Francisco Jockey club shown a most open- 
handed policy in dealing with the Eastern 
tuffmen wilo ship annually to California for 
the winter's racing.

Ik the special match race among the cham- 
pion %-year-olds becomes an assured fact, 
such a grand racing treat would certainly 
bring together a tremendous gathering. 
Prince Poniatowsky unquestionably has a 
great ‘horse in Brutal, and on his last rac*, 
when he beat Canmore, Rolling Boer, Golden 
Age, Kenilworth, and Bedeck, it would seem 
the horse who beats him will make a great 
record in the 83-year-old class of the year. 

The Prince gave Tod Sloan a cordial recep- 
tion when the famous jockey arriyed here in 
the midst of his difficulties with the English 
Jockey club, and invited him to ride at Tan- 
foran pending a settlement of his troubles, 
although Sloan could not take a mount on 
any other track in America except probably 
the Harlem course of Chicago. On the prin- 
ciple that one good turn deserves another 
Sloan tendered his services to Prince Ponia- 
towsky when the subject of a match race 

Was broached. Loates telegraphed Owner 
De Lopez that he would accept the mount on 
Articulate. This colt is a speed marvel, as 
he showed last week at Oakland when he 
shouldered 122 pounds; galloped six furlongs 
in 1:13%, and won off by himself. He is by 
the English horse St. Andrew, now at Palo 
Alto, out ot Utter, a well-bred mare. The 
colt is out of dn Australian mare owned by 
a man from the antipodes, was foaled on the 
Queen’s birthday, and would be ridden by 
the premier English jockey of his time. 
Canmore is a handsome son of imp. Mid- 
lothian, out of Panny Louise, who has thrown 
good winners before. He is a youngster of 
both stamina and -speed, belongs to Walter 
Jennings, and is the best Midlothian since 
Sir Walter's time. 
Rolling Boer, when beaten, gave Brutal ard 
Canmore five pounds on the scale. He beat 
old horses on Thursday, and showed that he 
Was again near his best race. 
Goldén Age, thought to be for a time easily 
the best of this year here, has also run an 
improved race since his defeat. He trains 
from the same stable as the Boer, although 
the latter is owned by William Cahill. It is 
oa likely that he would start in the match 
The conditions will probably stipulate a 
$500 side bet each, the club to add $2,000 or 
more, and Secretary Powers can be depended 
upon to get the colts together on:the most 
equitable terms. 
Dominick, J. Miller, and Martin. began rid- 
ing on Thursddy, the two former after a five 
days suspension and the latter after a two 
weeks’ siesta on the ground for taking 
French leave of his contract employers. 
Barney Schreiber has settled his litigation 
with the banks that grew out-of the recent 
sale of Tanforan stock. and will resume his 
place in the line next cut-in day. Schreiber's 
horses aré doing poorly, and his jockey, Buch- 
anan is a martyr to boils, although riding 
well. 
Abominable racing conditions have cheap- 
ened the sport at Oakland since. the begin- 
ning of the present meeting. A heavy track 
has put all line on the horses at.a discount, 
but the chief disadvantage to contend 
against has been the wretched work of Start- 
er Caldwell. Who appears to have for the 
nonce entirely lost his gripon the flag. Cald- 
well never had much command over jockeys 
riding under him. When in his prime on 
the Eastern tracks he was frequently em- 
broiled with boys like Bergen, Doggett, 
Lamley, and others, who occasionally beat 
the flag too far to suit the veteran starter's 
fancy, and frequently flouted his authority 
when it was necessary to get away in an 
important stake race. 

At Oakland a great rivalry exists between 
the best riders there. O'Connor, Mounce, 
Buchanan. and Dominick are always pre- 
pared to cheat each other at various stages 
of a race. As a consequence, Caldwell has

Whatever may be the merits of the two 
starting systems there is no question about 
ence being given in California to the 
no recall fag method used at Tanforan.

BOTH PREPARED FOR WAR. 


NATIONAL AND AMERICAN 
LEAGUES IN BATTLE ARRAY. 


Best That Can Be Said of the Present 
Situation Is That It Is an Armed 
. Trauce—Reasons Why the American 
Has the Sympathy of the Public ~ 
Contest ‘Is One for Independence — 
Players’ Association Seems to Be 
Weakening—Other Baseball Gossip. 


The results of the baseball war so far this 
century have not been stupendous in the mat- 
ter of killed and wounded. The National 
and American leagues have contented them- 
selves with throwing out a few. skirmish 
lines and turning loose a few, to oes 
which have not yet exploded, but are doubi- 
less connected by highly combustible fuses 
with the rival camps. | 

There can no longer be much doubt that 
a state of warfare exists—more’s the pity. 
The evénts of the last fortnight ought to 
convince the skeptically inclined that the 
rival leagues are not putting up a bluff fight 
in order to convince the public they are not 
hand in glove. There would be nothing to 
gain by such a part in the first place. Only 
a few of the more radically inclined believe 
a fight betwéen the National and American 
leagues will benefit baseball and that a com- 
promise would mean the continuation of 
present evils. The sober-minded—those who 
have the interests of the game most at heart, 
whether magnates, fans, or writers—realize 
that war can only result in injury to a sport 
that is already losing its hold upon the pub- 
lic, and that the best interests of that sport 
will be served by establishing the two rivals 
on fairly equal terms and operating under 
an agreement whereby each shall recognize 
the rights of the other to exist in frank inde- 
pendence, but which shall not make either 
subservient to the other and so perpetuate 
the present reign of misrulé which has grown 
up under the National league’s monopoly of 
the game. 

The only obstacles which stand in the way 
of such a compromise and agreement are 
the National league’s pride and greed. By 
a quarter century of self-aggrandizement, 
through legislation for its own benefit only, 
the National league first assumed the sole 
proprietorship of baseball in the United 
States. -Every one who wished to engage in 
the sport professionally has been compelled 
to pay tribute in one way or another to that 
august body. .Then, with the traditional 
blindness of sovereignty, believing. that 
kings can do no wrong, the magnates have 
gradually estranged the public by their mis- 
takes and their misrule, or rather their lack 
of rule. Now they are unwilling to unbend 
that pride. sufficiently to admit their mis- 
takes, and cannot curb their. greed suffi- 
cently to permit any one else to share the 
profits which they once enjoyed, but which 
the public has begun to withhold in disgust. 

— 

Honest, healthy competition is absolutely 
necessary in baseball, and that can never 
exist under the trust which the National 
league has built up. There never were more 
halcyon days for baseball than when the 
National league and American association 
were in existence and working together with- 
out friction. The decline of the game in the 
last eight or ten years has been due not so 
much to the war which was pregipitated by 
hot heads in those rival organizations as 
to the victory of the National league and its 
subsequent blindness to its own interests, 
its inability to govern itself and keep its own 
greed within bounds, combined with the 
total absence of any rivalry. 5 

Tne reason why. so many of the baseball 
writers\of the country are in sympathy with 
the American league in its expansion move- 
ment is that they see in this movement the 
only salvation of a grand sport from the 
evils that have grown into it. The reason 
why the thinking public is in sympathy with 
d his men is that they know the 
American league gives them the kind of 

they want. 

* lies the chief element of strength 
in the American league’s fight. Since there 
is every indication of war and little enough 
of compromise in sight, it does no harm to 
look the situation squarely in the face. 
The American league, if it fights, will be 
fighting for its own independence and the 
elevation of the game. It does not propose 
to wage a war of extermination against the 
National league. The older body, on the 
other hand, will fight, if it fights, to kill the 
Johnson organization for its own greater 
aggrandizement and the perpetuation of its 
monopoly and misrule. Consequently it will 
be fighting to continue its slow process of 
killing the game itself. There can hardly be 
any question on which side the public will 
array itself. 

The American league has an easy task in 
comparison with the National. It was much 
easier for the American colonists back in the 
„70s and '80s of the eighteenth century to fight 
for and gain their own independence than it 
would have been for them to wipe the British 
Islands off the map. It would have been an 
easier task for England to maintain her own 
supremacy, then than. it was to try to sup- 
press the new-born nation. And to carry out 
the comparison, it is probably with somewhat 
the same purpose that the National league 
will ight—because it can foresee in the Amer- 
jean league a rival which, unless killed off, 
may grow and thrive until it will relegate its 
„parent to second place. 

By fighting for independence only the 
American league does not have to outdo the 
National in the.matter of playing strength or 
salaries. This was the object with which the 


old American association and the Brother- 
hood started out; and it was the cause of their 

. Ban Johnson apd his associates will 
not. compelled to Hire away ‘National 
3 ie stare at ruinous prices to attract the 

Dp c, nor even to bring the standard of the 
baseball it furnishes the public to the high 
scientific point of the National league. One 
of the reasons for the decrease in 
interest in National league cities is that the 
game has become too scientific, too prolific of 
delays,.and tricks and plays beyond the ken 
of the average fan. The American league 
has demonstrated in Chicago and Cleveland 
at least that its style of game is more pleas- 
ing to the public than the National league's.

Thus far in the struggle, Ban Johnson and 
his associates have been credited with mak- 
ing two mistakes. One of these was the 
attempted organization of a Western asso- 
ciation and the other the turning down of 
Arthur Irwin and his offer of a location 
in Boston. 
serious and. merely resulted in giving the 
opponents of the American league an oppor- 
tunity to enlarge on the failure. The Ameri- 
ean had little enough to gain if that league 
had been consummated except the pres- 
tige it would have -received from having 
another league allied with it. The Burnham 
organization could have given the Johnson 
family Mttle help in its fight against the 
National. The minor league’s fight would 
have been with the Hickey organization, and 
in leaning on the American it might have 
proved a handicap instead of a prop. Con- 
sequently the expansionists lose practical- 
ly nothing by letting the league fall through. 
The worst mistake was in permitting,Surn- 
ham to use the name of the American 
league and its President so freely in his ef- 
forts to organize the circult. 

The refusal of the ambitious magnates 
to admit Irwin to their circle for the sake 
of securing a foothold in one of the three 
best baseball cities in the country and the 
only one of the in which they are 
not located, looks like a mistake on the 
surface. The reasons given seem sufficient 
on investigation, however. Irwin, they say, 
would not fit into their organization. There 
is unquestioned strength in harmony and 
that is one thing in which the American 
has the National beaten to a standstill. 
The Johnson group is a harmonious fam- 
ily and their new agreement, by which 
each club surrenders the majority of its 
stock into the keeping of the President in 
trust along with the right to purchase 
its franchise at a fixed price at any time 
the present owners wish to sell out, makes 
the bonds still closer: Every club owner 
in the American league is working for the 
interests of the league first and his own 
individual interest second, knowing that he 
will best serve the latter by working for 
the former. Witness Jimmy Manning's re- 
moval from Kansas City to Washington. 
Manning desired to stay in the Missouri 
city, where he has his home, a host of friends, 
and a certainty in the baseball 88. 
But his associates convinced him it would 
be best for the league and for himself to 
transfer his club to Washington. Against 
his own wishes and judgment Mannjng con- 
sented and put his shoulder to the wheel. 

Contrast with Manning's action the atti- 
tude of Freedman of the New York club. 
Not only has he been fighting his business 
associates in baseball, but he has carried 
his personal enmity so far that he has 
practically killed the game in the metropoli- 
tan district, losing money each year, for 
himself or his backer out of sheer spite, be- 
cause it kept monéy out of the pockets of 
his eneinies, too. And he stuck to his pur- 
pose with such bulldog tenacity that he 
has brought the rest of the magnates to his 
feet at last. ; 


Then the public know the American league 
men as true sportsmen. They are not in the 
game for their health, to be sure, but not one 
of them is in it as a cold business proposition 
simply for the money there is to be got out 
of it. Such men as Comiskey, Manning, Mc- 
Graw, and Somers would rather have their 
teams win a game than eat any time. They 
are sportsmen and want to win, not so much 
because it means increased gate receipts 
as for the mere sake of winning. There are 
no such men in the American league as Soden, 
Brush, Rogers, and Freedman. Keen, 
shrewd, successful business-men they are, 
but they are not sportsmen. Save in the 
preference for being identified with a success 
instead of a failure it does not matter par- 
ticularly to them whether their teams win 
or lose. Their efforts to develop and secure 
a winning team are all based on the hope 
of securing greater returns for their money 
and not on the pleasure it will give them per- 
sonally. Baseball is a side issue with them 
and océupies a small proportion of their time 
in comparison with their other lines of busi- 
ness. 

Arthur Irwin is not of American league 
caliber. He belongs rather to the National 
league. That can be construed as a compli- 
ment or otherwise, just as one pleases, but it 
is a fact, nevertheless. He is a shrewd, wide- 
awake hustler, wise to his own interests, and 
possesses those qualities which enable his 
enemies to call him atrickster. He is not the 
kind of a man who would place his own per- 
sonal advancement second to the welfare of 
the American league or the American asso- 
ciation, whichever he might be identified 
with. He belongs in John T. Brush’s school. 

The players’ movement seems to be losing 
ground. Scarcely a day passes without re- 
cording the signing of some player or an- 
other by the National league in spite of Chief 
Zimmer’s orders to the contrary, and there 
are a lot more who have signed under cover 
because they did not want their associates 
in the union to know it until the big break 
eomes. The players cannot hold out unless 
they stick together, and they are not sticking 
together. 

The fight, therefore, will be between the 
two rival leagues only. Neither can look for 
trouble or assistance from the players, but 
must depend on its own strength. Thereare 
some who look for an early and easy victory 
by the Nationalileague. Some of them don’t 
expect it, but say they do, and among these 
are the National leaguers themselves. But 
it is a noticeable feature that the magnates 
who are doing the loudest talking are those 
who have the least at stake. A recent ex- 
emple is found in the utterances of Charles 
H. Ebbets of Brooklyn, who declared the 
American league out of the race before the 
start. It would be a sorry day fer the Na- 
tional league if its victory depended on Mr. 
Ebbets, who owes his present position in 
baseball, the Presidency of the Brooklyn 
club, to the fact that he held ust enough of 
the old club’s stock to block the consolida.- 
tion of the Baltimore and Brooklyn clubs un- 
less he instead of Ned Hanlon was made 
President. Yet his stock in that club at 
market value wouldn't pay the team’s Sal- 
aries more than fifteen or twenty minutes 
and his position is merely nominal.

Young men of all 
classes have their gymnasiums and athletio 
clubs; women of means have their gymna- 
mums and instructors; high schools provide 
for physical work for the pupils; but for the 
large lass of labori hether they 


of play, which is of so much value to the 
individual and society. It is true that women 
lose this spirit at an early age. Put a body 
of girls upon the floor and ask them to play 
some game. They stand confused, awkward, 
uncertain. It is necessary to preserve this 
spirit, for it affects many phases of life.

purposes they are especially adapted: 5 


racy of movement, codrdination, wrist and 
arm development. Mental and esthetic: Judg- 
ment, self-control, quick reaction, steadiness, 


Sense of sight, arm, 
chest, and back development, full easy rythm, 
habit of action. Mental and esthetic: Calcu- 
lation, Judgment, self-control, perception of 
space, codrdination, steadiness, grace in 
rapid movements and in Jumping. 

Croquet—Adapted to those not capable of 
the more vigorous games and for highly 
strung, nervous temperaments. This is also 
true of billiards, though it must be wisely 
directed. Physical: Correction of curvatures, 
precision, and sight. Mental and esthetic: 
Judgment, reason, analysis, observation, 
memory, good positions in standing and in 
leisurely movements. : 

Swimming and rowing—Arm, chest, back, 
and leg development, sense of time and 
rythm, rapidity and ease of movement com- 
bined. Mental and esthetic: Presence of 
mind, steadiness, and codrdination. Rowing 
ig particularly valuable for good form. 

Running—Leg and chest development, co- 
ordination, Independence of movement. 

Bowling—Physical: For back, arms, and 
loins, Visual. Mental and esthetic: Accuracy, 
poise, and good form. 

Archery—Physical: Visuat, development of 
arms and back. Mental and esthetic: Ac- 
curacy, fine discriminations, judgment of dis- 
tance. Especially valuable for poise and 
grace of movement. 

All forms of ball, including elementary 
games, as chase ball, basket ball, handball, 
and indoor baseball—Physical: All around 
muscular development, senses of sight, hear- 
ing, and touch, habit of action, precision, en- 
durance, and quickness of reaction. Mental 
and esthetic: Attention, observation, mem- 
ory, imagination, and steadiness. 


Physical, Paychical, Social, Esthetic. 

There are four points of view from which 
games are valuable, and these are of particu- 
lar importance to the business-woman. They 
are: Physical, resulting in increased health 
and strength; psychical, which results in 
more desirable mental qualities; social, which 
enables the individual to better adjust her- 
self to others; esthetilc, which develops con- 
trol and grace of the body. These are all 
practical facts for the business-woman. 
Games wisely conducted have this four-faced 
result, This is not mere theory, for basket- 
ball at the University of Chicago involves ali 
fout and demonstrates the value of the use of 
games for these purposes. 

From the physical or health point of view 
there can be no question. Women holding 
positions have little time for recreation and 
have but few means of getting the exhilara- 
tion and enthusiasm of a competitive game. 
Why no other form of exercise equals the 
game is because the sharp competition pre- 
vents the mind from carrying its small wor- 
ries, anxieties, and depressions along with it. 
A worry absolutely forgotten for ten minutes 
has a good start on the road to oblivion. 
Nothing relieves the wearisomeness of sed- 
entary occupations like games. It seems to 
be a pis — se theory that games call 
upon erent brain cells, thereb 
those in use in work. 

Game work can be so arranged that the 
more elementary games will precede the 
more complicated, and they can be adapted 
to meet especial physical requirements. 
Thus, for curvatures certain games should 
be given; for back and chest developnient, 
others; for inducing the habit of activity ta 
phiegmatic temperaments, such as basket- 
ball and fencing; for relieving highly strung 
or nervous persons, such as croquet, billiards, 
and archery. The physical value resulting 
from games is too weil known to need further 
comment. 

Certainly upon the mental side women 
have not profited much from games. From 
this point of view games are of much value 
to the social woman as well as to the busi- 
ness-woman. Competition is the ruling ele- 
ment in all struggles. Competition in itself 


leads to the development of selfish qualities. 


Games prevent this. Successful playing in 
games requires first, self-control, then judg- 
ment, which must be simultaneous in concep- 
tion and execution. Many social blunders 
are due to the lack of these, and many losses 
result in business. Reason must be developed, 
as mtist also imagination and observation. 
In all games where team work is required cer- 
tain individual qualities must be minimize. 


good team work and must be lessened. I 
have seen quick tempers yield to control jusp 
through the work in games, and small differ- 
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ences are less emphasized, Women have en- 
tered arenas where the strictest discipline is 
easential to success, and yet without a tenth 
part of the training which is required of 
men. 


From a Social Standpoint. 

From the associative or social point of view 
there are two phases. Games are a source 
of education and culture. The public is deep- 

impressed by the conduct of players. 

omen's games have often been justly crit- 
icised because of the display of petty jeal- 
ousies, disagreeable tempers, etc. 

The other aspect is that games develop 
qualities of especial social value. They in- 
clude loyalty, which is essential in all team 
work. This involves a broader toleration of 
others and an appreciation of others’ work. 
Games require a concentrated expenditure 
of energy. Many persons fail in business, 
many enterprises are mismanaged, and 
many public movements fail because 
energy is injudiciously expended. Nothing is 
more important in games than that energy 
should be expended at the right time, in the 
right degree, and in the right place. En- 
thusiasm, honor, and courage are among the 
other qualities. Virtue is a stronger quality 
than honor among women, yet virtue scarce- 
ly answers all the demands of the business 
world. The latter implies more of the im- 
personal integrity. Courage, perseverance, 
and strength of will are among the most dif- 
ficult to strengthen. Yet when ambition, 
loyalty, and other qualities are brought out 
they can be strengthened. Unjust decisions, 
unfair play, courtesy in defeat or victory re- 
quire the rarest kind of courage. 

Games have a further social value, un- 
recognized, for women. They may furnish 
the channel for energy, thought, and desires 
which, when repressed and distorted, find 
their way into indiscretions and immorali- 
ties. There is in all individuals a deman 
for amusement, for relief from the wearil- 
ness of physical drudgery. The outlet can 
be wisely provided, which is better than at- 
tempted repressions. College settlement 
gymnasiums have demonstrated that this is 
true, and that women will use them. Women 
live under greater restraints, and are less 
natural than men. Games remove restraints 
and are preéminently natural. 

The esthetic point of view is important to 
women. Few women are graceful in their 
movements, or walk or stand well. Business- 
women have the same fundamental desires 
and aims as social women, and are equally 
interested in their appearance. 


Suggestions for Buildings. 

If I have shown the need of playhouses, 
the practical’ question is, how secure them? 
If individuals are to be benefited there mus 
be in charge a trained instructor, who shoul 
be both a physiologist and psychologist, in 
order that all four sides may be emphasized. 
In summer an inclosed, roofed field could be 
used; in winter the ground floor of some 
building easily accessible could be fitted up 
if a building could not be constructed. The 
expenditure for apparatus would be small. 
The building should contain a large room, 
756x100 feet, upon which could be laid out the 
basketball field, indoor baseball diamond, 
and tennis court. All games of ball, such as 
catch ball, chase ball, and hoop ball, could 
be played in this room. There should be 
another room for archery, bowling, and row- 
ing machines. Rowing is desirable, for noth- 
ing else gives better development, rhythm, 
and form. A smaller room could be used for 
handball, croquet, fencing, and a punching- 
bag, and billiards also might be included. 
A fourth room should be devoted to a swim- 
ming-pool, shower bath, and lockers. In 
still another room there might be a kitchen 
and tea room, so that social life might not 
be excluded. A number of smaller rooms 
would be desirable if they were possible. A 
track would be desirable for running, and 
could be used for spectators at games. 

This plan of a building is perfectly prac- 
ticable, but several such buildings would be 
needed to meet the demands.

HEN Henry Marr of Bartholo- 
| mew County, Ind., goes out 
into his clover field, which is 
in the east forty on his 
i farm, and stands at a spot 
near the southeastern corner, 
he has 18,650,000 citizens of 
the United States to the east of him, 18,650,- 
000 to the northward, 18,650,000 to the south- 
ward, and 18,649,990 citizens to the west- 
ward. When Farmer Marr returns to his 


house there is an exactly even number of 


people on each side of the spot where he 
dad stood but a few moments before in the 
“east forty.” 
This spot in Farmer Marr’s clover field is 
the exact center of population of the United 
States, according to the last census. It is in 
Jatitude 39° 9 36” north and longitude 85° 48’ 
54” west. Persons who might have trouble 
in finding the place from these sim- 
and accurate measurements can go 
down to Columbus, Ind., and ask the man at 
the livery stable to drive them out to Hen 
“Marr's place. After you get to Hen Marr’s 
you go around the corner and past the barn. 
Then you keep straight on until you come to 
a white mule and a black mule eating straw 
out of a stack. Take a turn to windward 
and bear off sharply on a long tack, as the 
‘white mule has a reputation for kicking that 
‘would make even a hardened old army mule 
eshamed of himself. Pass the black dog to 
starboard and the pigsty to larboard. After 


getting out of the long lane come about and” 


stand across the east forty south by 
goutheast. 

Away over in the tar corner there is a single 
lone, melancholy fence rail sticking up in the

But Wiggs besides having a most plebeian 
and unpoetical name for such a dignity as has 
been thrust upon it is much bigger on the 
map than it is in Bartholomew County. The 
glory of Wiggs is gone. Wiggs is now known 
in Bartholomew County only as a place 
where the trains used to stop. All there is 
of Wiggs now is a signboard marked 
„ Wisss and an old shed on which the 
farmers used to stand when they flagged the 
train. Wiggs wouldn't be a good place for a 
fog fight, let alone the center of population 
of the United States. The first question that 
would be asked all over the country, if Wiggs 
were to be dubbed the center of population, 
would be: Wiggs, where is Wiggs?” 

Besides, Wiggs ts not entitled to the dis- 
tinction. Standing on the exact geographical 
center of population in Henry Marr's field 
and grasping the rail which marks the place, 
and facing due south and east, the church 
spire of Elizabeth Town, only a mile anda 
half away, can be plainly seen. Elizabeth 
Town, or E Town,” or Liz Town,“ as the 
farmers around there call it, has somerights 
to distinction. Liz Town” has a band and 
four or five stores and about 300 people. Still, 
Columbus, which is only five miles away by 


road from Marr’s Farm, is best entitled to 


be spoken of as the town at the center o 
population, as no diagram is necessary then 
to go with the statement as to where the 
tenter of population is located. 

Columbus is one of the most thriving cities 
of Indiana, and is rightfully entitled to claim 
the distinction of being located at the center 
of population of the United States. Colum- 
bus is the county seat of Bartholomew 
County, in which the center of population has 
been located for ten years, and where it will 
fémain for ten years more. The center lo- 
Cated ten years ago was near the junctions of 
Bartholomew, Jennings, and Decatur Coun- 
ties, and while Decatur claimed the distinc- 
tion the spot was actually as much in Bar- 
tholomew County as it was in Decatur.

So 
an expedition was formed in Columbus last 
Tuesday morning to accomplish this object. 
The expedition consisted of a crew of two 
persons—a visitor who wanted to be the first 
to kneel before the new shrine and Charles, 
the young man who drove the rig chartered 
from a Columbus livery stable. Charles said 
that he could go around Bartholomew Coun- 
ty the darkest night that ever was with both 
eyes shut and one hand tied behind him and 
find every farm, road, tree, man, woman, or 
child in the county, but he didn’t just re- 
member where the metropolis of Wiggs was 
located. 

“ Wiggs, Wiggs.“ said Charles; “I heard 
that fool name somewhere. Say Ike,“ this 
to a man in the haymow, where is- 
Wiggs?” 

Ike said: I disremember exactly, but I 
‘low it’s out southeast som’ers.”’ 

Charles and Ike had a long heart-to-heart

At 8 o’clock sharp in the morning the ex- 
pedition to discover the exact spot within the 
United States which is surrounded on all 
sides by exactly the same number of people 
started. The route for four miles was due 
east then the hard pike road was left, as 
Charles turned up a narrow winding lane in 
the direction of where he thought he would 
be most liable to encounter traces of Wiggs. 
After numerous consultations with sympa- 
thetic farmers, Charles rounded to and 
dropped anchor in front of a blackened de- 
lapidated old shed, by the side of a railroad 
track. 

** Wiggs,”’ said Charles. 

It was Wiggs. There was a sign board 
alongside the track that said so. There, 
too, was the old shed which had once served 
as a station. But there was nothing else in 
sight. Not a house or a barn. Only brown 
fields lying under the somber winter sky. 

Want to drive over to the Wiggs House?“ 
asked Charles pleasantly. In his way Charles 
was a wag. The expedition after collecting 
sufficient data and photographing the shed at 
Wiggs once and the sign board twice re- 
sumed its voyage. After getting on the 
wrong road twice the house of Henry Marr 
was sighted, and the heart of the visitor ex- 
ulted. The center was about to be discov- 
ered.

Mr. Marr was at home and evinced con- 
siderable interest in the locating of the shrine 
dedicated to population. He said he had 
talked with some of the neighbors on the 
subject and that they had figured out that 
the place was over imthe clover field. John, 


the hired man of the Marr family, said he 
* allowed that the place had changed some, 
for sev-ral families had been moving lately 
and that’ud make some leetle diffrunce.” _ 

The clover field is about three-quarters of a 
mile south and east of the Marr house, anda 
consensus of opinion was that it would be 
better to approach the spot in the livery 
buggy that the visitor had brought out from 
Columbus. After driving through the barn- 
yard and escaping the perils of the mules the 
expedition turned down a long lane and then 
drove across a corn field and then into the 
clover field and straight across to the south- 
east corner. 

In this corner of the clover field, said Mr. 
Marr, was the stone marking the southeast 
corner of Columbus Township. It was from 
this stone, placed there by surveyors, that 
the measuring was to be done which would 
result in finding the exact location of the 
center of population. The visitor and Charles 
assisted Mr: Marr in hunting about for the 
township boundary stone. The visitor ex- 
pected to find a large brown-stone monument 
of ornamental design inscribed: 


THIS STONE 


MARKS THE SPOT 
or 
SOUTHEAST CORNER OF 

COLUMBUS TOWNSHIP.

There did not seem to be any stone of this 
description at hand. Finally, Farmer Marr, 
after scratching around desperately in the 
leaves in the corners of the rail fence, stood 
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upright and held something about as big as 
a saucer in his hand. 

Here tis,“ he said. 

It was the rock marking the southeast cor- 
ner of Columbus Township. It is not there 
now, as Charles employed it a few minutes 
later to throw at a rabbit. 

Starting from the point where the town- 
ship stone had rested Farmer Marr turned 
his face towards the west and paced off 
twenty-four feet and eight inches. ‘Then he 
climbed the fence and, turning squarely to 
the north, slowly and laboriously stalked 
over the ground until he suddenly halted 
and proclaimed: ‘‘ One hundred and ninety 
feet and the center of population.“ The vis- 
itor approached the venerated spot in awe 
and stepped into the mudholes made by Mr. 
Marr’s feet and stood there in the center of 
population in the United States, while Far- 
mer Marr went back to the rail fence and, 
securing a long rail, brought it out and im- 
planted it firmly in the ground. 


ARRIVAL AT CENTER. 

There you are,” said Farmer Marr, “ the 
exact center of population.“ 

Charles objected on the ground that Farm- 
er Marr. himself, and the visitor moving 
about the totem pole disturbed the even 
balance of the center of population, and that 
all three should take their positions about 
the pole corresponding to the direction from 
the center of population where they lived 
when they were at home. So the visitor stood 
to the northeast of the pole and Charles 
north of it, and Farmer Marr stood right by 
it and laid one hand affectionately upon it. 
This restored the proper balance, and the pole

was then the exact center, with 75,000,000 
people evenly distributed on-every side of it. 

Some photographs were made of the simple 
ceremony attendant upon the holsting of 
the pole and the discovery of the center, and 
then the expedition returned. 

Perhaps the dignity of the discovery of the 
exact center of Population will not be appre- 
ciated by every one. But it should be under- 
stood that the problem presénted to the cen- 
sus department of finding every ten years the 
center of the country’s population is long 
and difficult. The mathematicians first grant 
that the country is without weight but capa- 
ble of sustaining weight. It is then assumed 
that every person in this country, from Tom 
Reed and Grover Cleveland down to the 
tinlest babies, all weigh the same. The cen- 
ter of population, then, is that point where 
the country, or the plane surface, just bal- 
ances should a prop be placed beneath it. 
Of course, the running of the little Marr’s 
down the road to school every morning and 
the journeyings of Marr senior across the 
pasture to salt the cattle disturb to a slight 
extent the perfect balance of the country at 
the point where it rests on & fence rail over 
in the clover field. ee 

Many visitors will probably, in the future, 
travel to the population totem pole in Marr's 
field, and some of the merchants of Columbus 
are talking of erecting a lasting memorial 
in stone to mark the spot. But at present the 
fence rail, black, and tall, and grim, looms 
up in the wide, bare expanse of winter land- 
scape, and away out in the lonely clover- 
field marks alone the spot around which 75,- 
000,000 people are evenly distributed.

Elisha Gray's Account of 
His Plan to Prevent 
Collisions.

Experiments Show Telephone 
Without Wires Can Work 
for Twelve Miles,

from the surprise occasioned by 
Marconi's system of telegraphy 
without wires when it experiences 
a similar sensation of wonder aa 
result of a new invention. This | 
latest triumph of science is a sys- & 
tem of signaling under water, the 
startling feature being that the water is the 
agent of conducting the sound. The possi- 
bilities of the system cover as wide a range 
and the discovery is as important as Mar 
conl’s. 

In the summer of 1808, during the Spanish 
war, Arthur J. Mundy of Boston made a trip 
up the Mississippi by steamboat. There was 
considerable speculation among his fellow- 
passengers in regard to an attack on guif 
cities by Spain’s ships, and in the midst of 
it Mr. Mundy’s thoughts were directed to 
ward devices for safety and warnings by 
means of signaling. , 

He recalled the simple experimént erben 
made by boys of striking two stones together 
under water and hearing the sound. He 
knew that water was an excellent conductor 
of sound, and believed that it could be come 
bined in a system by which ships could te 
warned from shore, and by which, also, ped- 
ple on shore could hear the approach of 4 
vessel coming in the dark when it could not 
be seen. 

In the enthusiasm of his idea he wrote to 
Professor Elisha Gray of telephone fame, 
who was in Chicago, and the latter was quick 
to see the advantage of developing such an: 
invention. He later joined Mr. Mundy in 
Boston, and for more than a year they have 
been at work perfecting the system which 
has just been announced to the world. | 

Professor Gray has written the following 
account of the invention and its uses: 

the Editor of The Tribune: On the 
last day of the nineteenth century an 
exhibition of submarine wireless tele- 
phony was given in Massachusetts Bay 
off Boston, light that marks the begin- 
ning of a new era in the modes of protect 
ing life and property as they are related to 
ocean navigation. This exhibition was the 
culmination of two and a half years of con- 
stant experimentation and is the most ex- 
tended and earnest effort ever made to 
lish a system of telephonic signaling throug 

The transmitting station consisted of-a boat 
of special construction and carried machinery 
for generating electricity, which operated @ 
sound producing apparatus that was sub- 
merged to a depth of fifteen feet. 

This sound producer was operated elec- 
trically from the deck of the vessel wiers 
signals of any combination could be sent by 
means of apparatus adapted for that work. 

I am not at liberty at present to discioss 
the details either of the transmitting or re- 
ceiving apparatus, but only the results they 
accomplish. On the occasion referred 


to the floating transmitting station was 


anchored some distance from shore, while 
the receiving station with its equipe 
ment was installed on board the United 
States steamer Mayflower. The apparatus 
for picking up the sounds from the water con- 
sists of a receiver of peculiar construction 
that is submerged to a depth of fifteen feet 
or more. These sounds are conveyed . 
trically to ordinary hand telephones on Geck, 
where signals of any combination or code 
may be received. 

The first experiment was made at a dis- 
tance of one and a half milés. At thisdis- 
tance the sounds emanating from the tele 
phone receiver could be distinctly heard all 
over the cabin, while in the hold of the ship 
the signals were loud, coming through the 
skin of the ship. ? 

At a distance of four miles the sounds 
could be still heard faintly in the hold, Dut 
loud and clear in the telephones. At eight 
miles the sounds in the hold were lost, bust 
still clear in the telephones. At a distance 
of twelve miles the signals were still reada- 


‘ble, although much reduced in power. We 


did not try it at a greater distance as night 
was close at hand. 

From what I know of the apparatus 1 have 
no doubt but that the power of both transmit- 
ter and receiver can be so augmented as to 


‘transmit signals from five to ten times the 


distance already accomplished. There were 
a number of prominent men on board the 
Mayflower when this test was made, among 
whom were Henry M. Whitney and Professor 
Sabine of Harvard University. 

It is not necessary, for the purpose for 
which the system will be first used, that the 
distance to which sounds may be heard 
through the water be more than from four ts 
eight miles. The first and perhaps the chief 
use of this invention will be to prevent ve 
sels in time of storm or fog from running 
onto dangerous reefs, from collision with 
other vessels, and to insure safe entrance 
into harbors. Submerged sounders will be 
located at the entrance of harbors and at 
dangerous points that will be sounded auto- 
matically from lighthouses and other shore 
These 


Heretofore ships have had ts rely on fog 


horns and lighthouses. In a fog the latter 
is of no use and often the fog horn cannot 
be heard even at a short distance, while at 
other times it may be heard many miles. At 
no time can the direction of sounds in the 
air be determined, as there are reflecting 
surfaces in the air that 
changing.

The entire monument represents the fruits of 
seven and a half years of painstaking labor 
on the part of the sculptor. The pedestal 
is ornamented with some twenty life size 
figures in high relief, the most of which 
are portraits. On one side is a group of 
figures representing General Logan in con- 
sultation with the officers of his command, 
In this group are Generals Dodge, Leggett, 
Slocum, Hazen, Blair, and Mower, all of 
whom were of the Army of the Tennessee. 
On the opposite side of the pedestal is de- 
picted General Logan taking the oath as 
President of the United States Senate. Ches- 
ter A. Arthur is represented as administer- 
ing the oath. At the mght of General Logan 
are Allen G. Thurman and Daniel W. Voor- 
hees; at his left are Roscoe Conkling, Will- 
lam M. Evarts, Shelby M. Cullom, and Oliver 
P. Morton, all of Whom were for many years 
personal friends of Logan. Of the entire 
group of Generals only one is now living, 
and of the statesmen but two, Evarts and 
Cullom. At the two ends of the pedestal 
are allegorical figures of heroic size, one 


union; the other peace, or the preservation 
of the tinion. 

The statue is twice life size. The portrait 
of General Logan is a faithful one—at least 
this is the opinion of Mrs. Logan and a score 
or more friends of the late General who saw 
the statue before its removal from Rome. 
But to the mind of the average beholder 
perhaps the horse is the crowning glory of 
the sculptor’s achievement. The animal is 
represented at a gentle trot, slightly reined 
in. It is a life like portrayal of a splendid 
specimen of the equine race. According to 
good judges, this animal will put to shame 
some of the alleged war horses which adorn, 
or are supposed to adorn, certain costly 
monuments in Washington and elsewhere 
in this country. General Logan is repre- 
sented as an easy and graceful rider; in 
his right hand he holds his sword unsheathed, 
and the impression conveyed to the mind 
of the observer is that he is riding along 
the line of battle. 


First One Wholly of Bronze. 


An interesting and notable fact in con- 
nection with this monument is that it is the 
first one in America to be fashioned entirely 
of bronze—that is, both statue and pedestal. 
Indeed, there is none such in Italy, the home 
of sculpture and fine monuments. When the 


| Pedestal for this work was completed it was 


placed on exhibition. Thousands of people 
went to see it at the foundry where it was 
cast. Among these were several members 
of the royal family of Italy, noble personages 
by the score, and the most distinguished art- 
‘ists and art critics in Rome. Being the 
first all bronze pedestal ever seen in Italy, 
this one was a curiosity and a revelation to 
all who saw it. So great was King Hum- 
bert’s appreciation of the work of Mr..Sim- 
mons that he straightway knighted him, and 
this, by the way, was the last signal honor 
paid by the late King toa sculptor. 


Mrs. Logan’s Work. 


To Mrs. John A. Logan it is due in no small 
measure that so satisfactory a memorial of 
General Logan has been obtained. She per- 
sonally visited all of the celebrated bronze 
factories in Europe, consulted many famous 
sculptors and artists, and inspecfed all of 
the great equestrian statues which have 
been erected there, to the end that nothing 
might be overlooked that could help in the at- 
tainment of the desired result. Twice Mrs. 
Logan crossed the ocean for the especlal 
purpose of examining the statue, and the 
designs upon the bronze tablets were submit- 
ted to her for approval before they were 
executed. 

The statue has been accepted by the United 
States Ambassador on behalf of the gov- 
ernment. It is doubtful if it can be landed in 
Washington for a week or ten days yet, and 
it is not likely that the public ceremony of 
unveiling the statue will take place before 
next spring. No satisfactory photograph of 
the equestrian figure has been taken, and 
none can be yntil the statue shall have been 
placed upon its pedestal in Washington. 
The pictures waich illustrate this article are, 
however, the best in existence. That of 
horse and rider is a reproduction froma pho- 
tograph of the statue in clay; the others are 
reproductions of photographs of the finished 
pedestal. e 


Simmons’ Many Statues. 
Franklin Simmons, the creator of this su- 
perb work, is one of the fdremost sculptors 
this country has produced. He has lived 
abroad for more than thirty years, but mos: 
of his work has been done for America. He 
is a native of Maine, and is in his fifty-ninth 
year. Each of Maine’s colleges has conferred 
the degree of master of arts upon him. Ex- 
amples of his work are to be found in many 
American cities, in public places and in pri- 
vate homes. No sculptor is more extensively 
represented than he in Washington, where, 
among others, are his statue of General 
Grant, one of Roger Williams, the Peace 
Monument, and a number of busts and life- 
size bronze medallions. In Portland, Me., he 
is represented by the finest works of art 
‘which that city possesses—namely: ‘the 
soldiers’ monument and a statue of the poet 
Longfellow. 

Among Mr. Simmons’ ideal works are sey- 
eral statues which have more than a national 
celebrity, and are recognized by the highest 
authorities as masterpieces. One of these is 
statue of Medusa, another of Penelope, and 
still another is of Jochebed, the mother of 
Moses. One of Mr. Simmons’ Medusas is 
owned by Hugh MeMillan of Detroit.

PHOTOGRAPHIC RECORD OF VOICE.. 


Ne Ne New Formi of Phonograph Makes Negatives of Sounds Spoken Into It. & < 


— 


NEW form of phonograph that 
differs radically from the Edison 
type has been invented by Pro- 
fessor Paulsen of Copenhagen. 
He calls it the telegraphone, and 
those who have investigated the 
invention say it is much simpler, 
— more sensitive, and reproduces 
with far greater accuracy the sounds read 
than does any other machine. 

A steel piano wire (Fig. 1), a meter or so 
long, is tightly stretched between two 


| 
— 


it passéd. This gives, as it were, a perfect 
photograph of the sound vibrations im- 
pressed upon the wire in terms of magnetic 
light and shade. The transmitter is now re- 
placed by a receiving telephone, and as one 
listens the electromagnet is made to re- 
peat, at the same rate, its journey over the 
wire. The telephone will then repeat with 
great clearness and absolute accuracy the 
original sounds. 

This magnetic impression in the steel wire 
is permanent and does not wear out by use 


* 


bridges, A B. The wire is about 0.5 mili. 
meter diameter. A tiny electromagnet 
(Fig. 2) has a core of a single piece of soft 
iron wire about 8 MM. long and 0.75 MM. di- 
ameter. The terminals of this electro- 
magnet are connected through a battery 
with a microphone—the form employed in 
a telephone transmitter will do. Now as 
one speaks or sings into the transmitter the 
electromagnet, E, is passed over the wire. 
As it moves along, its magnetization varying 
with the vibrations of the voice, it induces 
at every point along the wire a permanent 
magnetism corresponding to the magnetic 
condition of the electromagnet the instant 
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any more than a photographic negative 
wears out by printing from it. But like the 
film on a negative, the impression may easily 
be removed and the wire used again. All 


‘that is necessary is to connect the electro- 


magnet with a current slightly exceeding 
the maximum current that passed whi'+ 
recording and flowing in the opposite direc- 
tion. With this constant current flowing 
the electromagnet is moved over the wire 
and all traces of the previous impression 
are removed. a 4

IS will be a Shakspearian week 
in Chicago. When Richard Mans- 
field brings the unfamiliar “‘Henry 
V.“ to the Grand Opera-House to- 
morrow night the most patriotic 
of Shakspeare’s historical plays 
will be playing in the same city 
where, at another theater, his 
greatest tragedy is being performed. It ts 
quite a record from a dramatist who died two 
‘centuries and a quarter before the city be- 
came a fact. The two plays will remain side 
by side for only the week, as Mr. Sothern’s 
engagement in Hamlet will end on Satur- 
day night. 

Henry V.“ is not a tragedy, but purely an 
historical play, one of the series which 
Shakspeare evidently intended should tell the 
more epic chapters of the story of his country 
to his own time. Richard III.,“ a tragedy, 
belongs to the cycle, but for the nrest part 
the narrative nature of the plays 1s absolute. 
Of them all—beginning with King John” 
and ending with Henry VII. —“ Henry 
V.“ contains the most of the elements of 
pageantry and of the pomp of war. The fact 
that the spectacular enters so largely into it 
is perhaps the chief reason it has not in this 
generation been performed until the present 
season on the stage. Mr. Mansfield, how- 
ever, has dared the cost of production and ap- 
parently has been given no cause to repent 
his boldness. He also has set an example 

hich has been followed in London, where 

wis Waller revived the play at the Lyceum 
Theater on Dec. 22. 

Previous to these two presentations the last 
revival on either side of the Atlantic was that 
of George Rignold, whose masculine beauty 
in the réle of King Harry is declared by com- 
mentators of the time to have given the play 
its vogue. Rignold was an English actor, 
and little known prior to the time a clever 
manager put him in the part. He made no 
acting version of his own, using instead that 
of Charles Calvert, and in a literary way he 
left no impress on the part. His appearance, 
however, is still remembered,’ probably as 
much so in Ghicago as in New York and Lon- 
don, though the persons who saw him play 
are no longer youthful. He introduced him- 
self and his role to New York at Booth's 
Theater in February, 1875, and later in the 
same year he played in Chicago. His last 
performances were given in London in 1879. 
He is still living, but has retired from the 

stage and taken up a residence in Australia.

The English heviwal < of the play has been 
notable for several] reasons, one of them the 
studied absence of all reference to the in- 
fluence of the American actor.

Mr. Waller seems to have thought well of the

Whereupon the 
London daily papers complimented him for 
his spirit of reverence, though Clement Scott 
in his weekly paper challenged the accuracy 
of the contention and wrote: 

“TIT am officially informed apropos of the 
Waller revival of ‘ Henry V.’ that ‘ the beau- 
tiful Hnes of the Chorus have not been spoken 
of late years in any representation of the 
play.’ Thisis wrong. They were spoken, and 
admirably spoken, by Miss Margaret Leigh- 
ton in the last revival of Henry V.’ at the 
Queen’s Theater, by John Coleman, on Sept. 
16, 1876.“ 

Mr. Scott's use of the word“ last is not 
only diverting from an American view point, 
but incorrect from an English outlook, as 
Rignold performed the play in London three. 
years later.“ 

The reception of the play itself, however, 
was the remarkable thing. It was welcomed 
as the play of the hour, not so much for its 
dramatic contents as for the likeness of its 
spirit to that now prevailing in England. 


Were Shakspeare living today he would be 


called a Mungo.“ He wrote that sentiment 
to the full in Henry V.,“ which to this 


day no Frenchman is likely to hear or to read 


,complaisantly. What the London audiences 
and reviewers did was to read Boer for 
Frenchman and south Africa for France. 

The Mail preceded its review with a para- 
graph taken from the speech with which the 
Chorus ushers in the second act: 

O, England! model tod thy inward greatness, 
Like little body with a mighty heart, 
What might'st thy do, that honor would thee do, 
Were all thy children kind and natural! 
But see thy fault; France has in thee found out 
A nest of hollow bosoms, which he fills 
With ® cowards; and three corrupted 
men. 
Its review continued: 

“ What actuality! What a play for today! 
What a poet of all time! France on the 
tongues of the mimic people of the stage; 
south Africa in the hearts of the audience! 
From the moment the chorus rose on the 
Stateiy and beautiful chorus, finding an 
ideal figure in Miss Lil¥ Hanbury, speaking 
the splendid lines of patriotism and glory, 
the right spirit vivified the performance. 
There was to be no playing with Shakspeare 


; hey night. Here were to be fire and force 


and vigor. Striking and youthfully hand- 
dome was Mr. Waller—a graceful and mar- 
tial figure in gold and silver armor, with the 
great royal standard of England floating 
round him. Here there was no need for sub- 
lety or the minutie of character study; Mr. 
Waller was called upon seemly to embody 
a gallant ideal.“ 
In the same manner rhapsodized the Ex- 


press: 
“This: is the play of the hour. It gives us 
heart and strength for our struggle over 
seas. It brings out all the best qualities of 
our race, and shows us the stuff of which 
Englishmen are made. ‘Young Henry v. 
is the darling of English Kings. He appeals 
to the heart and imagination like no other 
monarch—his roystering youth, his hot-heart- 
ed enthusiasm, his courage in resolve, his 
grace in victory, his innate piety, his un- 
filnching bravery in the face of overwhelm- 
ing odds—above all his bulldog determina- 
tion in the moment. of crisis—these things 
make the English hero, and they all shine in 
Henry V.“ 
From what was said of the play itself it is 
to- be gathered that its array was superb and

HOSE persons who heard “ Thus 
Spake Zarathustra” at the Chi- 


or are familiar with the vast tone- 
poem from previous hearjngs, will 
be interested In a letter Which has 
recently appeared in the Rhein- 
ische Musikzeitung, published in 
Cologne. This letter was written to Karl 
Wolff, edttor of the journal mentioned, and 
by a person no less than Richard Strauss 
himself, who wished to express his approval 
of a review Wolff had written of the Strauss 
Symphonic Fantasie Aus Italien.” Thelet- 
ter, which bears the year date of 1889, con- 
veys Strauss’ thanks for the review and then 
continues: It often has happened that the 
majority of the critics as well as the public 
have permitted themselves to be dazzled by 
the possible brilliancy of purely secondary 
externals in my works and have entirely 
overlooked the actual contents of the works 
themselves. It is indeed laughable to believe 
that a composer of the present day, to whom 
the classicists—especially the later Beethoven 
—and Wagner and Liszt, have been the guld- 
ing masters, would create a work requiring 
forty-five minutes for performance and would 
expect to claim attention merely by virtue of 

a few piquant tone-effects or of mere bril- 
lant instrumentation. Expression is our art 
—it belongs more to ours than it does to any 
of the others of the fine arts, than it does to 
even poesy itself. And yet poetry is the 
mother of all arts, and a musical work which 
conveys no truly poetic message—a message 
I mean which can be told completely only 
in tones, which words may suggest, but sug- 
gest only—such a work is for mea thing that 
I would classify as belonging to any art other 
than the one which is the most poetic of all 
because the most expressive—music. It may 
seem remarkable to you, but it is a fact, that 
your review of my new work is among the 
first which has contained evidence that its 
author believes that the contents of that 
work consist of impressions received while 
viewing the glorious natural beauties of 
Rome and Naples, and not of descriptions of 


those beauties.”’ 


And yet the man who wrote thus of péetry 
in music could within a period of less than 
eleven years so completely alter his views 
that he would attempt to force music to pic- 
ture the death struggles of a human being, 
the bleating of sheep, and kindred prosaic 


and purely material subjects, and seeks to 


describe actions and events rather than im- 
pressions and emotions. 


It has remained for a pianist whom Chicago 
can with no inconsiderable justice claim as 
its own to accomplish the seemingly impossi- 
ble task of startling musical Berlin by ex- 
traordinary piano playing. Yet this task 
has been accomplished, and he who did it 
was Leopold Godowsky, who for nearly a 
decade was numbered among Chicago's 
ablest. pianists. 

Mr. Godowsky gave a concert in Berlin last 
month at which he played the Brahms D 
minor and the Tschaikowski B flat minor 
concertos and a number of his paraphrases 
of the Chopin studies. The Berlin papers 
which have been received are unanimous in 


‘pronouncing his recital the sensation of the 


season. The Börsen Zeltung says: He is 
the greatest technician that has ever been 
heard here, and he is besides a good mu- 
siclan. That is a rarity. ... In the 
Brahms and Tschaikowski concertos Godow- 
sky showed that he can place his virtuosity 
at the service of pure art; he played pure 
Brahms, pure Tschaikowsky.“ 

Dr. Leopold Schmidt, the conservative 
critic of the conservative Berliner Tageblatt, 
writes: Since Moriz Rosenthal’s time such 
phenomenal technic has not been heard. Leo 
Godowsky reminds one of him, by his abso- 
lute mastership, only that everything is done 
with more surety, more clearness, and with 


‘less effort. His technic, especially in octave 


work, is indeed astounding; there is nothing 
he did not do clearly and easily, his abilities 
seem to be boundless. His touch produces 
the true, pure plano tone, his use of the pedal 
is careful and clean.“

Berlin on Jan. 16, and it is understood will 
reside there in the future. 


Mr. and Mrs. Georg Henschel, who are 
now making what is said to be their fare- 
well tour of this country, were heard for the 
first time this season in New York, last week. 
Their recital was evidently highly satisfying, 
and their interpretative art as complete as it 
long has been. The New York Tribune says: 
As on some previous occasion, Mr. Henschel 
made a prominent feature out of a group of 
songs from Schubert’s *‘ Winterreise,’ songs 
in which his deep sympathy with the poetry 
of the lines and the poetry of the music has 
always been made most manifest. The songs 
cannot make a voice of disagreeable quality 
agreeable, but they can, as all song lovers 
know, enable an artist like Mr. Henschel to 
make us forget the quality of his tones in the 
eloquence of his proclamation. So it was 
again yesterday, and he had to add to the 
list. For the addition he chose the first of the 
same composer’s Schöne Miillerin’ songs, 
‘Das Wandern.’ Mrs. Henschel’s voice and 
manner are as winning, pellucid, and finished 
as ever, and her singing brought keen delight 
to a numerous and refined audience.“ 

The opera at the Metropolitan Opera-House 
in New York seems to be of unusual brillian- 
cy ‘just at present. Jean de Reszke sang 
three times during the week, and, it is stated, 
received $7,350 from Mr. Grau for so doing. 
Faust and Lohengrin were repetitions for him 
from the preceding week, but Rhadames in 
Aida on Monday last was not only new 
for this season, but was the first time in four 
years that the great tenor had been heardin 
the rdlein New York. His singing is unani- 
mously pronounced to have been among the 
best he has ever done in America, in tonal 
purity, in beauty of coloring, and in emotional 
expressiveness showing no lessening of his 
splendid powers.

As we 
listened to the deafening shouts which greet- 
ed every member of the royal family when- 
ever any one of them approached an open 
window, or stepped out on a baleony, it 
seemed not possible that the day was near 
when Liberals in high places would denounce 


King and Prince, as they did within the com- 


ing year, as autocrats who should be set 
aside because of their infringement of the 
rights of the people. Luncheon was served 
before leaving; after which, making our 
way again through the dense crowd which 
still filled the streets, we drove each to our 
several homes. 

This event was the beginning of a round of 
festivities, which continued for three weeks. 


The day following was my presentation to 
the Queen. Driving at noon through as. 
dense a crowd at that which filled the streets 
on the preceding day I was soon at the resi- 
dence of the dean of the diplomatic corps. 
Other carriages preceded mine, occupied by 
ladies who were also to be presented by the 
Baroness de Nothombe, who, owing to the 
great age of the Baroness Schemilpennick, 
took her place. Following her carriage we 
turned into the Unter-den-Linden, and 
drove direct to the private palace of the 
Queen.. The entrance to this palace was by 
an elevated porte cocher, at which we alight- 
ed, and, crossing a broad hall, ascended a 
staircase which led to the drawing-rooms 
above. We passed through the central room, 
famous for its beauty and wealth of decora- 
tion, into one no less beautiful, where we 
found two French ladies of princely rank, 
and the daughter of the famous Russian 
diplomat, Nesselrode, waiting also for their 
presentation. 

Each took their place as directed by the 
Kammerherr, or Lord-in-Waiting. The 
broad doors were then opened and the Queen 
entered attended by her ladies-in-waiting, 
and pages bearing her ermine lined train. 
She passed through the room, stopping as 
each was presented and entered into pleasant 
conversation with them. This ceremony 
ended, we entered our carriages, and stop- 
ping on our way for our liege Lords drove 
with them to the Alte Schloss,“ where 
court was to be held; a reception similar 
to the “ drawing-room ”’ of Queen Victoria, 
except that homage to the monarch is given 
without: bending the knee or kissing the 
hand, and that it takes place in Prussia 
only on the ascension of a new monarch 
to the throne. 

Ascending by a different staircase known 
as the Wendle Treppe, or winding stairs, 
which was at the extreme upper end of the 
palace, we passed through a long succes- 
sion of salons until we entered the picture 
gallery, where we found assembled the spe- 
cial Ambassadors. and Foreign Ministers 
with their wives. Taking our positions as 
directed by the Kammerherr, the order of 
precedence dependent on the date at which 
each Minister was received as the accredited 
representative of his government, we waited 
until the entrance of Count Stillfried. mas- 
ter of ceremonies, who immediately indicated 
to us that we were to follow him. Lady 
Clarendon, the Duchess of Magenta, and 
other ladies, with their long trains spread 
out upon the tessellated floor, following each 
her predecessor, entered the wissen salle. 
On one side of the magnificent room was a 
dais, on which was placed the throne of 
the King and Queen, under a gorgeously 
embroidered canopy. Standing before the 
throne were the King and Queen. At his 
right the Crown Prince and other Princes 
of Prussia. To the left of the Queen, Vic- 
toria, the Crown Princess of Prussia, and 
Princess Royal of Great Britain, and other 
Princesses of the kingdom. 


— 

The train worn by the Queen and Prin- 
cesses were five yards or fifteen feet in 
length; those worn by the other ladies pres- 
ent were of the regulation length, twelve 
feet or four yards. With their trains spread 
upon the floor it required no little care and 
dexterity to avoid treading upon the train 
of one’s predecessor when stopping to cour- 
tesy to their Majesties after entering the 
room, again on reaching the center of the 
room, a third time just before ascending 
another dais opposite that on which the 
King and Queen were standing, all of which 
must be effected without turning one’s back 
on royalty. 

After we had taken our places a lady who 
had been for several years at court said to 
me: Did vou courtesy three times?“ and, 
with a look of consternation on her face, 
added. O, I fear that I forgot it when I 
reached the dais; I was so intent on manag- 
ing my train and reaching my place without 
turning my back on the King that I forgot 
everything else. I consoled her by telling 

“her that as she preceded me and I did not 
notice it probably no one else did. 

After thé ladies had taken places 
the Ambassadors and Foreign Ministers en- 
tered, and, after passing before their Ma- 
jesties, took their places at our left. The 
States Ministers, in brilliant uniforms, al- 
most covered with gold lace and em-

were waiting to carry them to their homes.

The most noted and brilliant of the enter- 

tainments which followed those given by the 
King and other members of the royal family 
was that given by MacMahon, Duke of Ma- 
genta. France owned the spacious mansion 
occupied by its legation. The whole sec- 
ond floor, over 100 feet in width, was fitted 
up as drawing and reception rooms. But 
the wonder of ail was the magnificent ban- 
quet hall, which Louis Napoleon, then in the 
height of his glory and power, had sent 300 
artisans from Paris to build and decorate. 
It covered the whole space in the rear of 
the legation. The living trees and shrubs 
were cut down. An artificial forest took 
their place, and amid the noble trees that 
encircled the space gilded palm trees thirty 
feet at least in height sprang like shafts of 
light from the floor to the dome-shaped ceil? 
ing, their slender, columnlike trunks forming 
a strange contrast to the rugged elms and 
branching beech, among whose foliage birds 
of rare hue and plumage rivaled the living 
songsters that in their light cages warbled 
out their sweetest notes by the side of splash- 
ing waters in marble basins in which gold- 
fish played. Pictured deer and antelope, half 
hidden or in full sight, springing over hill- 
sides and through mossy glens, made the il- 
lusion wonderful. 

From the second story windows of the lega- 
tion a staircase hidden in flowers led down 
into this exquisite and fairylike domain of 
seemingly great extent. Through the center 
a long table was spread for the royal guests 
and ducal party, and at the sides in interven- 
ing spaces other tables for the other guests. 
But to return to the ball. As we entered the 
broad hall, ablaze with light, we saw ranged 
on, each side servitors in the costume of Louls 
XIV. Passing by this array, which scemed 
to transport us back to the middle ages, we 
entered an inner hall which ran across the 
center of the house and ascended a broad 
staircose. Vines and plants intertwined 
around the balustrade made a low wall of liv- 
ing green and added to the brillidnt effect 
produced by the servitors resplendent in gold 
lace and powdered wigs. 

Of the 3,000 guests who had been bidden 
from a list of 5,000 in the various cities of 
Germany only a comparatively few entered 
the rooms to the right. When a half hour 
had passed an usher indicated to those who 
were in the drawing-room to the right that 
they should pass into the Adjacent room, at 
the upper end of which we saw suspended an 
imposing canopy which surmounted a raised 
dais. From the canopy depended rich hang- 
ings embroidered in black and gold with the 
imperial N. of the Napoleonic dynasty. The 
throne chairs underneath were richly carved 
and bore the same imperial N.’’ Later the 
King entered, on his arm the young and 
beautiful wife of the Duke of Magenta, and 
the Duke with the Queen, whom he led toa 
seat beside her august husband on the 
throne. They soon left their high vantage 
ground and joined, the illustrious guests who 
had been bidden to meet their Majesties. 

There was little of that social intercourse 
which distinguishes society when all who 
meet are peers, and it.was a relief to the 
monotony when a well Known diplomat, who 
always seemed to anticipate events, suggest- 
ed to a number who were gathered in a 
friendly way on one side of the room that 
they should slowly move into the room in 
the rear from which the staircase descend- 
ed to the banquet hall.. We had but just fol- 
lowed his advice when the King and Duke 
entered with the Queen and ladies of the 
royal party, and passing down the stairs were 
seated at the central table. The good, kind- 
hearted, and fatherly dean of the diplomatic 
corps, Baron von Shemilpennick, joined us, 
saying, I must take care of my children to- 
night; come with me.” Following him, he 
seated us at a table just in the rear of that 
occupied by the King. 

Coming from the heated rooms above, we 
found the great hall cold and chilly and were 
all in a shiver. The Queen sent pages for 
wraps for the ladies of the court, who re- 
turned bringing large ermine capes for each. 
„AKh,“ said the good dean, ‘‘ I will see what 
I can do for my children,” and, taking sev- 
eral immense napkins-on which the imperial 
N. was prominent, folded them across the 
center and lald them on shoulders that re- 
joiced in the protection furnished by the im- 
provised wraps. All the viands which orna- 
mented the table and made the feast a royal 
one were brought from Paris or made by 
cooks from the imperial household, who had 
preceded the Duke and Duchess to Berlin.

n of the old, conservative 
business-men of Chicago, sit- 
ting back in the comfort of re- 

| tirement, is A. F. Seeberger. His 

hair is white, but only the other 

| day he returned with his wife 
| from celebrating the ninetieth 
anniversary of Mrs. Seeberger’s 


father, Charles Cooper, of Mount Vernon, O. 
Mr. Seeberger has passed the limit of three- 
score and ten, 


but he is ruddy of face, 
clear-headed, and with the quiet dignity of 
the old school which carries with it the at- 
mosphere of hospitality and good nature. 
Any where he would be taken for a product 


of the United States, but he was born in. 


Wetzlar, Rhenish Prussia, in 1829. Whenhe 
was 7 years old, however, his father removed 
to New York, where the Seebergers lived for 
nearly two years. In 1838 the family re- 
moved to Ohio and settled on a farm in 
Holmes County, the father taking up the life 


of the pioneer farmer. 


It was not to the son's taste, however, and 
in 1842 A. F. Seeberger, then only 13 years 


old, left home and went to Wooster, O., where 
he entered the dry goods store of J. B. & N. 
Powers as a clerk. — 


— | 
His life as a clerk in this store was not 


different to that of most young clerks of 


the time. It meant early rising, hard work, 


and small pay. But he. stuck to it for eight 
years, and on.the.attainment of his majorit 


he was taken in as a partner, remaining wit 
the firm for two years more. 

But in those days the new and ever newer 
West was an attraction that did not need 
the approbation of a Horace Greeley. In 
1852 Mr. Seeberger sold out his interest in. 
the dry goods store at Wooster and moved 
to Iowa. He appeared#in Oskaloosa in that 
year, announcing that he would open up a 
line of exclusive hardware in that village. 
He was looked upon as a young visionary. 
Save for two or three river towns, Iowa had 
not heard of such a mercantile venture, and 
old heads predicted a failure within the year. 
Instead of that, however, Mr. Seeberger had 
three competitors in hardware before the 
fitst twelve months had expired. Oskaloosa 
was 100 miles from the river, and all goods 
had to be hauled into it on wagons, but the 
“times were good,“ and the house of A. F. 
Seeberger made money. 

In 1864 Chicago became an attraction to 
the hardware merchant. He sold out in 
Oskaloosa and turned east again, opening 
the wholesale hardware house of Seeberger & 
Breakey at 143 Lake street. Soon afterward 
the firm moved to the northeast corner of 
State and Lake streets, where it remained 
until the great fire. The building and stock 
were pretty well insured and the firm realized 
on the insurance, in the meantime having 
cash surplus with which it immediately re- 
opened a stock at 10 and 12 West Randolph 
street. The firm rebuilt on the Lake street 
site and existed as Seeberger & Breakey until 
1885, when Mr. Breakey sold out, the title 
becoming A. F. Seeberger & Co. 

From 1885 to 1890, when A. F. Seeberger & 
Co. sold out, Mr. Seeberger’s son Charles D. 
was the silent partner. The house was one of 
the fixtures of the hardware trade and was 
sold only that the elder Seeberger might re- 
tire from active business. He was one of the 


organizers of the Chicago Edison company, 
and still is a director in it. Under the first 
Cleveland administration Mr. Seeberger had 


been Collector of the Port of Chicago, his 
term expiring by political limitation in May, 
1890. The World’s Columbian Exposition 
company was organizing, and Mr. Seeberger 
passed from private business into the intri- 
cacies of exposition work. He was elected 
Treasurer of the Exposition company and 
was identified with the rise and progress of it, 
delng reélected to the post of Treasurer at 
each expiration of his term of office. Finally, 


in August, 1893, when it became desirable to 


cut the expenses of the organization, Mr. 


Seeberger resigned the position of Treasurer 
of the company. 5 


— 
Since the close of the Exposition he has not 


been actively engaged in business. Winding 


up the affairs of the old hardware business 
and looking after his property interests hav 
employed his time. 

Mr. Seeberger's connection with the 
World’s Columbian Exposition was one of 
the results of his old interest in the Inter- 
state Exposition company, which came to life 
in 1872 and which for so many years attracted 
sightseers to the lake front exposition. 
Mr. Seeberger was one of the originators of 
this annual show. He was a director for 
several years and then for five or six years 
was the President of the company. This 
exposition, through its life, paid an average 
of 4 per cent on stock, though in the final 
winding up of its affairs, most of this stock 
was lost to the holders. 

From the time of his first vote for Frank- 
lin Pierce down to the silver campaign of 
1896 Mr. Seeberger was a consistent Demo- 
crat and to some extent a party worker. 
He repudiated Bryan in 1896 and again in 
1900, but he is looked upon as more than 
willing to come back into a fold of Jefferson- 
lan Democracy. 


— 

For many years Mr. Seeberger has been 
a member of Trinity Episcopal Church at 
Twenty-sixth street and Michigan avenue. 
He is at present a vestryman in that church, 
a position which he has occupied for twenty- 


‘five years without a break. 


He was long identified with the Chicago 
‘Orphans’ Asylum, acting as trustee for sev- 
eral terms and serving as President of the 
board for a number of years. 

Formerly Mr. Seeberger had member- 
ships in the Commercial, Calumet, Chicago, 
Iroquois, amd other clubs, but gradually he 
has resigned from all but the Commercias 
club. He is an honorary member of that 
body, having passed the age limit retiring 
members with that honor. He is one of 
the old members of that club, and has seen 
many changes in its faces, 


Mr. Seeberger was married to Miss Jennie 
L. Cooper, daughter of Charles Cooper, a 


wealthy manufacturer at Mount Vernon, O. 


They have three children. The eldest is 
Charles D. Seeberger, a graduate of Yale 
and former business partner of his father. 
At the present time the son is connected 
with the Otis Elevator company and push- 
ing his invention of the escatator, or moving 
stairway. Louis A. Seeberger, the second 
son, is in the real estate business in Chicago. 
The daughter, Miss Dora A. Seeberger, is 
at home with her parents. 

For thirty-three years the Seeberger home 
has been at 2017 Michigan avenue, in the 
same building. This is an indication of the 
man’s conservatism. The wnole section of 
the city has changed in that time; new 
houses have gone up, grown out of fashion, 
and been replaced by buildings which al- 
ready have become old-fashioned.. But for 
a third of a century the Seeberger family 
has made its home in the house that was 


dedicated in 1868. 


As an indication of Mr. Seeberger's good- 
natured appreciation of a joke, his friends 
point to his face as they know it today. 

Ten years ago Mr. Seeberger wore a white 
beard of medium length, with his upper lip 
smoothshaven. After the World’s Fair Mr. 
Seeberger was a member of a party ona 
visit to the Pacific coast. As they were re- 
turning some one bantered him to have his 
beard shaved off and to let his mustache 
grow. The party spent one day in Ogden, 
and when Mr. Seeberger met the other mem- 
bers of it at the train that evening none 
of them knew him. Mrs. Seeberger did not 
know him when he came home, but family 
and friends all have become reconciled to 
the smooth chin and the mustache.

How much are all the Christian churches 
in the world worth? Nobody knows. Fig- 
ures are given by vdrious religious bodies, 
and perhaps they have some value, but who 
can say what is the money value of St. Paul's 
Cathedral, London, or of St. Peter's, Rome? 
Are they worth no more than the valué of 
their sites in front feet and their structures 
for storage or other commercial purposes? 
There are people in Wall street, who, odd as 
it may sound, would give far more than 
the land and brown stone value of Trinity 
Church, New York, rather than see that his- 
toric church go. And they are not Episco- 
palians, either. Christ Church, Philadelphia; 
the Old South and King’s Chapel, Boston; 
St. Murk’s, Venice, Notre Dame, Paris—the 
world has many churches that are worth 
far more than their commercial value. One 
may say that this is mere sentiment. So it 
is, but sentiment has value, and must be 
reckoned into any accurate showing of the 
value of all the churches in the world. 
Some religious bodies make estimates of 
the value of their properties. According to 
these, the Methodists have the most of any 
religious body in America. Single Methodist 
churches are rarely worth as much as 
churches of other bodies, but there are a 
great many more of them. The’total value 
of all Methodist churches in America is put 
down at $146,140,000. All Methodist churches 
in Chicago are officially valued at $2,429,000. 
Of course, the most valuable one is the First, 
Trinity and Wabash Avenue ranking next. 
The value of all Roman Catholic churches in 
America is put at $128,8568,746. These figures 
are for churches alone, not for parsonages, 
parish-houses, and other church buildings. 
Presbyterians own churches worth $116,770,- 
945.

|SALOONKEEPING AS A BUSINESS IN CHICAGO

They are looked to as well-ordered places, 
which, to a stranger, is a sufficient incentive 
to lead him to a hotel bar rather than toa 
strange salocn. 

As a source of revenue to the city, however, 
all these big saloon businesses are disap- 
pointing. Each of them pays its $500 a year 
into the City Treasury, and, while it may do 
a business of $2,500 a day, against the $25-a- 
day business of the Mil kee avenue sa- 
loonkeeper, the keeper of the small grog shop 
pays just as much for a license as does the 
other. 

Thus the small saloons are the revenue pro- 
ducers for the city, and as such the brewers 
are a distinct incentive to the saloon crop. 

For instance, a man of good character, 
having some credit, or cash to the exent of 
$100 or $200. can start a saloon almost at any 


time. He goes to a brewing company, gives 
his references, and puts up a limited amount 
of money. giving notes and mortgages for 
the equipment, which he is to get from the 
company. This equipment is principally sa- 
loon fixtures, chief of which are plate mir- 
rors and a brass-bound bar, with whisky 
cabinet and cigar case next in size and value. 
An ordinary saloon in the ordinary residence 
districts may be fitted up in this way for 
$700 or $800; down-town a small saloon may 
be equipped for $1,000 in good shape. 

This, however, does not include stock, but 
stock in the small saloon is of small moment, 
as in case of shortage it may be replenished 
in an hour. An ordinary small saloon down- 
town does not carry more than $10 to $15 
worth of beer. With this as a beer stock, the 
saloon vrobably would lay in $150 worth at 


other liquor and $150 worth of cigars and soft 
drinks. 

But that the saloon business in Chicago is 
not a phenomenally paying business may be 
judged from the changes indicated at the 
saloon license bureau in the City Hall. Often 
a saloon which has been equipped by a 
brewery reverts to the brewing company 
when the first $100 note becomes due. The 
man may have paid $200 as a starter. The 
brewery has $200 out of its original $1,000 to 
$1,200, and just to the extent of its cash pay- 
ment it can afford to make a reduction to a 
successor. Sometimes three or four saloon- 
keepers, for various reasons, make failures 
of the business before the successful one 
comes along. At each of these changes the 
fact that This place has changed hands,” 
painted across the front of the saloon, is con- 


sidered to be the best advertisement of the 
place. 

It has been estimated that the saloons of 
Chicago, big and little, take in an average 
of a day. Virtually all of them keep open 
on Sunday, and for one year of 365 days this 
means $57,135,375 a year as the bar bill of 
Chicago. 

As between the wholesale and the retail 
price of drinks, the saloonkeeper figures 
on 110 to 125 per cent, out of which the cost 
of running the establi §:ment must be paid. 


Some of these expenses are startling. Al- 


most all saloons make a specialty of a free 
lunch counter. For a saloon doing a busi- 
ness of $50 a day the free lunch counter and 
its attendant may cost the proprietor $200 a 
month. A good barkeeper will get from $70 
to $85 a month, dependent upon the place in 
which he works. Rents for saloon purposes 
are always @roportionately higher than for 
other businesses. Ice bills are a considerable 
tax. The services of a porter are nearly al 
ways to be paid for out of profits, and if the 


saloonkeeper has been established by a brew- 


ing company he pays a high rate of interest. 
In the face of all these it may be seen that 
with a profit of 110 to 125 per cent on the face 
of drink sales, the saloonkeeper must be 
sober and keep to business on business prin- 
ciples to succeed. 


NOT LIKE SPIDER’S WEB. | 

It is a business where i is properly con- 
ducted,“ said the head bartender of one of 
the best appointed bars in Chicago. We 
have to stick to it as closely and as soberly 
as any dry goodssalesman. The temperance 
workers, for instance, imagine that all sa- 
loonkeepers are out for victims, just as the 
spider is on watch for the fly; that they are 
tempting young men to come in and take & 
first glass, and all that. 

“ As a matter of fact, the owners of this 
bar do not see it once a week. For ourselves, 
we attend strictly to business; never speaking 
to a customer unless we are spoken to. W. 
have no ‘glad hand’ and no jollles for 
anybody. if a minor should come in here for 
a Grink it would not be served to him, and a 
drunken man who might come in would be 
refused more. We keep order at any cost, 
because if we did not we coulg not held our 
trade. 

In the conduct of the average saloon capital 
is essential as it is in almost anything else. 
Discounts for cash are especially liberal in 
wholesale liquor houses, and if a saloonkeeper 
has storage reom he not only gets his cash 
discount, but he may age bis own liquors. 
He may buy a forty-five-gallon barrel of 


whisky just from the still at $2.50 a gallon, 
The barrel may have only forty-two or forty- 
three gallons in it at the end of four years, 


but the whisky may be worth $4.50 a galiog,, 
Some one with statistical bent has figured 
that the empty beer barrels in Chicago in @ 
twelvemonth would reach from Chicago te 
New York if placed end to end. That @

FRIGHTENED ANIMALS WHILE PLUNGING OVER A PR

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HALF-DOZEN or more Texas 
girls and some fifteen or twenty 
cattiemen and cowboys were re- 
cently witnesses near Marble 
Falis of one of the most fright- 
ful scenes that ever occurred 
on the Western plains. They 
saw about 800 head badly 
frightened steers stampede and start in their 
mad rush straight towards a bluff on the 
'Colorade River, that rises in the form of 
@ great natural wall to a height of more 
than 200 feet above the sparkling waters 
‘of the stream. 
To a Westerner there is nothing new and 
Tittle that ie alarming about the flight of a 
herd of cattle under ordinary circumstances. 
In this instance something had happened 
which caused every observer to peer through 
the cloud of dust raised by the hoofs of the 
‘animale in amazement and terror. The 
whole herd might roll in living waves over 
the awful abyss and fall in mangled heaps 
into the waters and on the rocks below. It 
would not have been the first time that such 
m thing had happened in Texas. 
Fear of such a catastrophe was not what 
caused the cowboys to turn pale, nor was 


t a peril of this character which caused old 


m laughter, the owner of the cattle, to 
drive the spurs into the flanks of his fine 
herse and dash amongst his cowboys shout- 
ing, For God's sake, men, ride! Turn em 
or they will kill her!“ 

The cowboys needed no urging. They were 
@oing all they could with quirts and spurs 
to make their ponies fly towards the lead- 
‘ers of the herd. They could see a young 
girl mounted on a black horse mingled with 
the foremost ranks of the mad cattle, Some 
of them knew what had happened. One 


athletic young man. whose spurs were drip- 


ping with blood, shouted: It is Pauline, 
‘boys! That old black Comanche has run 
away with her.” 


Result of a Daring Ride. 


„ That was exactly what had happened. 
Pauline Slaughter and a bevy of young girls 
ho were spending the holidays at the ranch 
3 rode out to see the herd pass and ex- 
@hange glances with the cowboys. They 
"were just out of school for the holidays and 
‘animated by the bracing Texas atmosphere 
and the magnificent mountain scenery they 
igalloped their mustangs with reckless 
abandon, ineensible to danger, nearer the 
great herd of wild steers than they should 
‘have done, Colonel Slaughter had noticed

GROWTH IN CENTURY. 
The growth in population of the United 
States, from 1801 to 1901, was almost ex- 
“actly thirteen-fold. In 1800 the popula- 
‘tion was a little above 6,000,000. It can- 
‘not be told just what proportion of this 
‘population were church members. Stat- 
-isticlans in most religious bodies have made 
estimates, and if their claima be accepted it 
Would appear that the proportion of church 
members to population in 1800 was about 
one in twenty. Church membership would 
‘seem, therefore, to have beaten the popula- 
‘tion growth, great as the latter has been, by 
‘about four-fold. This ts conservative figur- 
ting. It the rather loose counting of some re- 
‘ligious bodies of our day be accepted, the 
church membership gain over the population 
gain during the century is about six-fold. 
A score or more Methodist Epsicopal an- 
mual conferences contain more ministers 
‘each than there were in the whole United 
“States in 1801. For example, there were in 
the opening year of the century 272 Methodist 
iministers in America. In 1901 there are 37,414, 
As for Methodist membership, that has 
,grown from 61,351 to 5,250, erably 
more than eighty-fold. Would Methodist 
churches of 1801—there were 251 of them 
‘average above $500 each in value? Nobody 
‘knows. Remember, though, that many of 
them were log churches and worth far less 
„than that sum. Their value, at the rate 
named, would be $125,300. Methodist 
churches of the United States belonging to 
“the one branch of Methodists North, are 
Worth $102,720,000. 
! Baptists had just one educational institu- 
‘tion In 180i1—a small affair with an income 
bot less than $8,000 a year. In 1901 the income 
fot Baptist educational institutions was 
§3,480,000,. Brown University received its 
name because of a gift of $5,000, one of the 
t benevolences known in that day. 
ptist educational institutions in 1901 are 
worth $45,000,000. The income of all Baptist 
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churches in the United States in 1801 was 
about $200,000. Now their income 18 612,500, 
000 a year. There are 56,682 Baptist churches 
in all the world. 


PRESBYTERIAN MISSIONS. 

Presbyterian mission offerings in 1801 were 
$2,500; now they exceed $2,500,000 by a good 
many thousands. There were 449 Presby- 
terlan churches in the United States in 1801. 
Were they worth $500,000? Perhaps. The 
Presbyterian churches of 1901 are worth $125,- 
000,000. There were practically, perhaps lit- 
erally, no Presbyterian charities in 1801; in 
1901 Presbyterian charities need nine figures 
to name them. 

As late as 1829 the income of the Episcopal 
missionary organization was $10,829. The 
same organization's appropriations in 1900 
were just a little under $600,000. There are 
thirty-nine Episcopal parishes having in- 
comes in 1901 that are each larger than the 
incomes of all Episcopal parishes in America 
in 1801, and there are fourteen Episcopal 
dioceses having in 1901 more communicant 
members each than there were members in 
the whole United States in 1801. 

There are eighteen divisions of Lutherans 
in the United States, besides half a dozen in- 
dependent synods, and there are eight divis- 
ions that have more churches each than there 
were in all America in 1801. The number of 
Lutheran churches in America in 1801 was 
450. Now there are 10,908, or 25-fold; and as 
for membership, that has increased more 
than 80-fold, or more than six times as fast 
as the population. 

In 1826, when Congregational home mission 
work started, there were 1,200 Congrega- 
tional churches and a membership of 150,000. 
During this year the seventy-fifth anniver- 
sary of Congregational home mission work 
is to be observed, and there are 5,604 churches 


and 629,874 members to observe it.

PROGRESS OF CATHOLICS. | 
In 1801 there were only 100 Roman Catholic 
churches in the whole United States. Now 
there are 10,339 and 1.723 chapels. In 1820 
there was but one priest in all Boston and 
none other in all New England. Now there 
are more priests resident in the City of Boston 
than there were in all America in 1801. There 
are five times as many children in 
Catholic schools today as there were mem- 
bers of all Roman Catholic churches 100 
years ago, and the 11,686 Catholic clergy of 
today are five times as many as there were 
ministers of all religious bodies at the be- 
ginning of the century. . 
began as a denomina- 
tion long after the century did and their, 
membership long slrice passed the 


mark. As for property 
exceeds we y accumulation, that 
ther bodies, rising during the cent 
have made, almost without 122 
growths exceeding the population ratio. The 
vast missionary interests which were repreé- 
sented in the Ecumenical Conference on 
Foreign Missions last April were wholly the 
growth of the century just ended. The old- 
est missionary society in America was organ- 
ized in 1810. Now the contributions passing 
through all organized missionary boards is 
not less than $25,000,000 a year. 


MILLIONS FOR SMALL THINGS. 


Americans pay $5,950,000 a year for Chris- 
tian literature, such as Bibles, singing books, 
prayer ‘books, and Sunday school lesson 
papers, Formerly it was thought that a 
well-made Bible must bear the Oxford 
imprint. Now all of the best Bibles sold in 
the American market are made in America, 
and few beside the cheap ones sold and 
given away by the Bible societies come from 
abroad. The Bible market of America ab- 
sorbs about 2,000,000 copies a year, not count- 
ing the Bible society gifts.

Despair Without Bitterness. 


The letters which follow this farewell ere 
filled with despair, yet never anything of bit- 
terness. In one of them she writes: 

Some day, I dream, we shall come suddenly to- 
gether, and you will see, before a word, before I 
have time to gather my mind back to the bodily 
comfort of your presence, a face/filled with 
thoughts of you that have never left it, and never 
been bitter—I believe, never once bitter. For 
even when I think and convince myself that you 
have wronged yourself—and so, me also—even 
then; O, then most of all, my heart seems to break 
with tenderness. and my spirit grow more fgamished 
than ever for the want of you! 

His mother died, and word of it reached 
her. She closes the letter written just after 
receiving the news, with the sentences: We 
were two people, she and I, whose lve 
clashed jealously over the same object, and 
we both failed. She is the first to get rest.“ 


Sad Towards the End. 


The letters grow more and more sad as the 
series draws to its close. One of them from 
which physical weakness breathes forth in 
every line begins thus:
